Twenty-First Annual Meeting. 



The twenty-first annual meeting was held in the Central 
Presbyterian Church, St. Paul, Minnesota, April 27th and 
28th. On the evening of the 2()th Eev. Dr. M. W. Stryker 
delivered an eloquent address upon the importance of 
missions and the unity of the work, home and foreign. The 
choir of the House of Hope church rendered several tine 

selections. 

The regular sessions of the Board opened Wednesday 
forenoon. A hearty hand-shake, a familiar nod from one and 
another, told that many of the delegates had met on 
similar occasions, and those who are growing old in the 
service realize with our dear Mrs. Van Oleve, that this may 
be the last time on earth that we shall sit together "in 
heavenly places." 

April showers greeted us the previous evening, but with 
the opening session and throughout the two days Minne- 
sota's sunshine shone down upon us with brightest rays. 

We needed no mottoes or painted words of "Welcome" 
upon entering the beautiful church, to assure us of a 
welcome, for the perfume of the Easter lilies seemed to 
welcome those who were desirous of telling to heathen 
nations the story which they typify. As a matter of form, 
however, one of the elect ladies welcomed the visitors, and 
the President gave a response. 

Matters of business were transacted with promptness, 
and more time than usual given to the missionaries. Eleven, 
including Mrs. Rhea and Miss Carey, gave interesting 
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glimpses of their work. Baby Wachter, of Siam, was the 
youngest missionary present. 

With the missionaries assembled on the platform wer® 
three candidates under appointment, Dr. Anna Larson, Miss 
Edna Johnson, of Illinois, and Miss Victoria Arbuckle, of 
Indiana. Two other accepted candidates were not able to 
be present. 

The reports from the Synods showed an increase in 
regular contributions, amounting to over $6,000, though the 
total receipts of the Board do not show as large an amount 
as last year, owing to the fact that this year there were 
few legacies, while last year there were about $13,000 in 
legacies. 

The Home Secretaries' report showed an increase of 
118 societies and bands, also a gain in subscriptions to 
Woman's Work, but a falling oft in subscriptions to 
Children's Work. 

Six hundred special objects are supported, besides 
shares in buildings and other branches of work. One 
missionary, Miss Jennie Small, has finished her work 
below and is enjoying her reward in heaven. A. number 
of little ones from missionary homes have been trans- 
planted to the home above. 

The Foreign Secretaries, as usual, gave brief reports of 
the work in the different fields. 

" The Madonna of the Desert " was the subject chosen 
by Mrs. Rhea for a most inspiring address. Point was 
given to her remarks by a colored picture representing 
the heathen mother and her child. She portrayed in vivid 
terms the degradation of women in Oriental lands, and 
urged the necessity of more vigorous eflbrt in their 
behalf. 

The Thursday morning prayer meeting was a sweet and 
hallowed hour. Mrs. Robert Grier led the devotions, 
taking as her theme. Redemption. 



Is there any place on earth so dear as that where 
kindred souls meet and hold communion sweet with their 
risen Lord ; whose only desire is to think God's thoughts 
and to plan his plans? 

A reception was held Wednesday evening, the chief 
feature of which was music, vocal and instrumental, 
followed by refreshments. 

Abundant and delicious lunches were served in the 
church dining-hall by the ladies of St. Paul, assisted by 
the Minneapolis ladies. The spacious Central church is 
well adapted to large gatherings, and- the good people of 
the church did everything for the furtherance of the 
great cause which brought us together and for the comfort 
of the guests. 

The closing hymn, "Shall we gather at the river?" was 
a prayer from many hearts present that not one, host or 
hostess, usher or page, organist or singer, or anyone who 
had added to our comfort and pleasure, should fail to meet 
us at the beautiful river. 

An invitation was accepted from Burlington, Iowa, for 
next meeting. 



REPORT OF HOME SECRETARIES. 



On this our Twenty-first Anniversary, we set up our 
memorial in recognition of the hand of our God that has 
been upon us for good. A backward glance over the 
years that are past with their joys and sorrows, with their 
multiplied labors and laborers, leads us to inscribe, 
"Hitherto hath the Lord helped us." "He hath done 
wonderful things — marvelous in our eyes." " Unto His 
name be the glory." ' 

Time will only permit us to tell of the year just past. 
As its days have glided by, we have many times sent the 
eager cry across the wave, "Watchman, what of the 
night?" What are the signs of promise? The echo has 
as often come to us from the distant shores, " Watchman, 
what of the night?" What are the signs of promise in 
the Homeland? Has there been renewed zeal — more 
earnest prayer — more entire consecration of time, talents 
and means, and a deeper interest in the cause of Foreign 
Missions? Can we wonder at this eager questioning, 
when we remember that the fountain of supply is here, 
and that the stream cannot rise higher than the fountain? 
We trust our distant workers will be greatly cheered by 
the report we shall be able to send them from our different 
departments of service. 

From time to time our Field Secretary^ Dr. Marshall, 
comes into our Friday morning meetings, bringing us 
cheer from the churches he has visited — telling us of 
increased interest and gifts — gifts greatly increased by 
the plan of taking subscriptions by the year — ^from one 
cent upward — in many instances, increasing the offering 
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fourfold. He has told iib of many self-Bacrificing gifts 
laid upon the altar. One especially of little Nettie, 
who spent two seasons raising flowers, and gave all she 
earned, ten dollars, that the name of Jesns might be told 
among the heathen. 

Dr. Marshall speaks thus kindly of woman's work, 
with which he has been so closely allied. He says: "I 
feel free, and justified in saying, that the heartiness with 
which the women are laboring in Foreign Missions, 
carries with it an enthusiasm that is not surpassed in any 
other department of church work. Were it not for their 
sagacious thoughtfulness in devising ways, their persever- 
ing efforts in gathering the means, and their patient and 
prayerful diligence in performing the work, very many of 
these special objects that have to do with the garnering 
up of the results of labors already expended, and the 
enlargement of the work so full of promise, would have to 
be suspended. 

It is therefore with devout gratitude that I make 
mention of the very great helpfulness of the noble band of 
women with whom, in the Master's great harvest field, I 
count myself a humble co-worker. By their sympathy, 
my heart has been encouraged; by their enthusiasm, my 
zeal has been increased, and by their prayers, my faith 
has been strengthened. On them and on their work may 
God's richest blessing rest." 

By his prayers and expressions of sympathy our Field 
Secretary has greatly helped the women that labor with 
him in the gospel, and we bid him God-speed. 

As a source of great help, we would mention the all- 
day union prayer meeting of the different Boards which 
was held in Chicago during the week of prayer. The 
entire afternoon session led by our President, Mrs. 
Penfield, was given to prayer. One of the topics was, 
thait some from the Students' Volunteer Band, who 
had pledged themselves to Foreign Missions, should 
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by the Holy Spirit, be brought to our notice. It was the 
dawning of a brighter day. Our heattB, that had long 
ached because none offered to go in response to the pleading 
from abroad, have since been made to sing for joy, by the 
goodly number who have said: "Here am I, send me." 
With somB of them the spirit has been willing, but the 
flesh weakf and while we have commended these for their 
loyalty to their Master, we have had to bid them wait 
awhile. We are e:lad to tell you of those possessing the 
necessary qualifications who are now accepted by our 
Board. 

Miss Victoria C. Arbuckle, of Swanville, Ind., ap- 
pointed to Seoul, Korea; Miss Emma Silver, of Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., appointed to Salmas, Persia. These two 
expect to go this fall. 

Accepted, but not yet appointed, are Miss Edna 
Johnson, of Springfield, Ills. ; Miss Anna Larson, M.D., 
Chicago, Ills., and Miss Minnie B. Ritchie, AUerton, Iowa. 

During the year past we sent out seven missionaries. 
Miss M. L. Medbury to Oroomiah, Persia. Miss Sue L. 
Leinbach to Hamadan. Miss Belle H. McCampbell to 
Teheran, and Dr. Emma T. Miller to Oroomiah. Miss 
Margaret Gait and Miss Annabel Gait to Petchaburee, and 
Mrs. Dr. Hugh Brown to Seoul, Korea. From all of these 
we have good tidings. We shall lose several from our 
list of missionaries this year, from ill health and other 
causes. With regret we drop from our list Mrs. Hays of 
Siam. Her husband having been called into the Govern- 
ment service, will have a wide field of usefulness, but it is 
a loss to us. Fears are entertained that Miss Dean, who 
has been so long on the field, may be obliged to give up 
her beloved work because of failing health. Our dear 
Miss Small's name has been transferred to the roll of 
heaven. Those of earth said, " Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant:*' a voice from above: "Enter into the 
joy of thy Lord." 
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There has been the voice of lamentation and seeping 
in the homes of our beloved missionaries — weeping for 
their children because they were not. God had taken 
them. " Christ, the Good Shepherd, carries them to-day, 
and that is best." More and more love and sympathy 
have been given to those who have left all "for Christ's 
sake " and the gospel. ' This has been manifested in the 
earnest prayers for them, and has been expressed in the 
desire of both societies and individuals that they may call 
them their very own by assuming their support, until we 
have only eight on our list that are supported from the 
General Fund. Some of these are already spoken for. In 
every case testimony is borne to this as being mutually 
helpful. 

Our Medical Committee, who have cared so nobly 
for those under their care, can but think with joy of 
those whom they have been instrumental in sending out 
now on the field, Dr. Bradford, Dr. Porter, Dr. Smith, 
and Dr. Miller. We have now eight medical missionaries 
under the care of our Board. 

Therapeutics and medical mission work have lately 
become such specially prominent features in mission fields 
that we are encouraged to believe that scarcely a mission- 
ary will go out in the near future who has not some 
knowledge of medicine. In China and Syria they are 
already teaching the knowledge of medicine in their 
colleges. In Beirut alone last year nearly ten thousand 
patients were treated; they came from all parts to carry 
back with them healed bodies, as well as kindly remem- 
brances of Christian love. The Medical Committee of the 
Board of the Northwest has one medical candidate who will 
be ready to go out in the autumn. She has been graduated 
from the "Training School for Nurses" connected with the 
*' Woman's and Children's Hospital," and since from the 
Woman's Medical College, both located in Chicago; from 
each institution she was graduated with honor, receiving 
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from the latter honorable mention for work in gynecology, 
and a prize for first examination in hygiene and medical 
jurisprudence. Her success is all the more creditable as she 
is a foreigner, and is almost entirely self-educated. She is 
anxious to go to her home in Sweden, the coming summer, 
if the Board does not at once need her to enter a hospital, 
and also to bid good-bye to her aged and widowed mother 
before taking up her life work. There is still in college 
one student who will graduate next spring, and who thinks 
a hospital training not necessary, as she has had consider- 
able for two years already, both in the Cook County and 
the Presbyterian Hospitals. There are at the time this 
report goes out two or more new students waiting to be 
received, but we cannot promise anything until we know 
where the purses are which will open to this outside 
preliminary missionary woi:k. We must none of us lessen 
our pledges. We are not allowed by the Board in New 
York to take one dollar from our foreign gifts to help on 
this educational work. All the Board can do is to gladly 
receive candidates after they are prei>ared to go. Anna 
Larson is the one who is ready for service. Miss Chestnut, 
the one who will be ready March, 1893. 

Our eyes are turned with hopefulness to the youth of 
our Church, who are to be the future almoners of the 
Bread of Life to the heathen. Ours is a well-guarded 
hope, founded on what our eyes have seen and our ears 
have heard of progress in the past year. In looking over 
our reports it would appear that we have perhaps fewer 
young ladies' societies and bands, but they have become a 
mighty host in the T. R S. 0. E. and the Jr. E. S. They 
are numbered by the hundreds of thousands, embracing 
young men and maidens and little children, thus solving 
the problem, "How shall we interest the young men?'* 
These societies are becoming powerful missionary organ- 
izations, giving systematically thousands each year for 
foreign missions, and telling us of lives laid upon the altar 
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for the service of the Lord. With this consecration of self 
comes the giving of their earthly treasures; one young 
lady asking for two shares in our schools; , another 
saying, " My health will not permit me to go in person, but 
I wish to be able to send some one in my stead," in some 
instances societies asking for and pledging themselves to 
the support of a missionary; in most of these organiza- 
tions a delightful and helpful missionary meeting is held 
every month. A very large number of letters have been 
received inquiring about the work and expressing great 
pleasure in the opportunity offered of having a share in 
spreading the gospel. Even from the Indians comes this 
sweet message, "You will be rejoiced to know that since I 
sent the money nine of our dear girls, all members of the 
band, have given their hearts to the Savior and will on 
Sabbath next join our church." As we find these records 
of the young ** first giving themselves " we are assured 
that though it may be through deep poverty, their liberality 
will abound more and more, and that many will go forth 
from their ranks to preach " the unsearchable riches of 
Christ " among the heathen. The growth of this work has 
rendered it necessary that another secretary should be 
appointed, and we have the pleasure of announcing the 
name of Mrs. Walter Nelson for that place. 

One of the effectual methods of maintaining and stim- 
ulating interest is in the circulation of our missionary 
literaturey of which we have such an abundant supply. It 
is with regret we state that the number of subscribers for 
"Children's Work for Children " has faUen off 850 in the 
last year in the Northwest. This means a falling oflf in 
income. This must not be. The women of our churches 
should feel their responsibility in this matter and not 
leave it to chance or the children. One woman writes, 
"We have 30 new subscribers. I thought they would do 
better if some older person took hold of it, so I did with 
this result" 
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It has long been the desire to send the magazines taken 
in clubs directly to subscribers, and relieve the clnb agent 
of the burden of the monthly delivery. This cannot be 
done until an increased reliable subscription list lessens 
the average cost, which this year is greater than the club 
prices. 

The missionary calendars which are issued year 
after year, with their appropriate texts and sentiments, 
having for each day the names of beloved ones in distant 
lands that we are especially to bear on our hearts to the 
Throne, have been very helpful in calling to our remem- 
brance those to whom we have pledged our sympathy and 
prayers. One writes, "Our Jamie goes to the calendar 
every morning at family prayers, and reads the names of 
those to be prayed for, and at night he never forgets to 
include them in his own prayer, though he sometimes forgets 
their names, and asks a blessing upon ' all the people we 
are to pray for to-day.' '* The missionaries have told us 
how the united prayers of God's children have been the 
cloud of incense from which a blessing has fallen in their 
hours of greatest need. 

Owing to a change in the form of " The Interior," we 
now have an entire page in which to report the weekly 
meetings, and these reports go forth now the week follow- 
ing to the many who say again and again, " the 48th col- 
umn is the one we turn to first in " The Interior." 

It is pleasant to record improvement, and those of us 
who feel some pride in having the Northwest do well, are 
gratified to come up this year and say that we have 
gained 596 subscribers, but even yet, with our large 
territory, we have only 4199 subscribers to ''Woman's 
Work for Woman" in over 1700 societies, the total sub- 
scription list of the magazine amounting to 16,936. The 
balance-sheet shows good business management, and no 
loss, even with the price reduced to 50 cents; the magazine 
is carrying the Message plainly and forcefully, and the 
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illustrations, articles and letters, compare favorably with 
any of its contemporaries; " Woman's Work for Woman" 
will give more returns for 50 cents than any other invest- 
ment which we can recommend. 

During the past year, our Leaflet Committee have 
sought to maintain the high standard and usefulness of 
former years. We cannot assume the responsibilities of a 
regular publishing house. It would involve too much 
care and financial ma,nagement. We, however, publish 
each year a few leaflets which are written expressly for 
us — the manuscript being always donated. These are, 
according to our best judgment, fitted to help in some 
especial line of our work which we consider in need of 
help. In addition to these, we reprint new editions of 
some of our standard leaflets, and during the past year, as 
formerly, have shared with the Women's Presbyterian 
Boards of Philadelphia, New York and St. Louis, the 
publications of a number of new leaflets prepared for their 
respective Boards. We have also bought of the Congre- 
gational Boards of Chicago and Boston, of the Baptists, 
the Methodists, (North and South), the Bible house and 
several individual publishers. 

From May, 1891, to April, 1892, we have reprinted, pur- 
chased and published 75 leaflets — numbering 84,451 
copies; 30 of this number, numbering 50,000 copies, were 
new. The amount expended for leaflets during the time 
was $525.99. Received $701.96. Balance in favor of this 
account $175.97. 

Large numbers of leaflets are donated to new, and to 
needy societies; at the same time the price is placed 
at very little above cost, our greatest desire being rather 
to stimulate an interest in the great work of foreign 
missions. 

The model constitutions prepared by the Board for 
Synodical, Presbyterial, Woman's and Young People's 
Societies, and for Mission Bands, have been carefully 
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revised, and such provisions added as will tend to unify 
and simplify the work of the various officers. They will 
be printed in the Annual Reports, and it is hoped that 
existing constitutions will be carefully compared and made 
to harmonize with them. 

Solid Silver Badges, pendants and pins, bearing the 
inscription " The World for Christ " were adopted in the 
early fall and have been well received, and will, we 
believe, be a bond of union between workers for the exten- 
sion of Christ's Kingdom. 

There is a steady sale for our nine volumes of Mission- 
ary Annals^ but the series has received no addition during 
the year. The necessary space required to keep so many 
volumes in stock, and our limited opportunity for adver^ 
tising them, have decided us to offer the plates to another 
publisher who will keep us constantly supplied with a 
sufficient stock to fill all orders, and at the same low price,, 
— 15 cents for paper books and 25 for those bound in 
cloth, postage extra. 

In December, we gathered the nine volumes into two. 
These are in convenient and attractive shape, and are 
most valuable compendiums of missionary biography. 

The secretary for Special Objects reports as follows: 

In counting up the number of scholarships and shares 
in schools and hospitals supported by our auxiliaries, we 
find that there are about six hundred; add to these the 
number of societies contributing to the Building Fund, to 
the salaries of missionaries and native helpers, to publish- 
ing and other incidental items, and the number is nearly 
doubled, or approximately there are three-fourths of our 
1700 societies maintaining pledges to some special work. 

Very little of our permanent work has been dropped, 
and the following is a list of the new work for the year:

The secretary for missionary letters states that reports 
to the number of 520 approximately, compiled from letters 
or printed reports, have been copied and mailed. In a 
few cases it has been impossible to hear from new work 
with which correspondence has not yet been established. 
To insure the safety of these reports in reaching their 
destination, it is requested that careful attention be given 
to sending the exact addresses of auxiliary secretaries to 
the rooms to be placed on file. This should be attended 
to whenever a change of residence or individuals is made 
among the secretaries. 

Besides these reports, many letters have been sent for 
use in Presbyterial, Synodical and Auxiliary meetings. 

It is the intention to begin sending out the yearly re- 
ports as usual in the early autumn, which will be done as 
rapidly as they can be obtained and prepared. 

The secretary requests that copies of letters of general 
interest which may be received by individuals or societies 
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directly from the field, may be sent to the Board for it's 
use. 

As ever our praise meetings have been " times of re- 
freshing from the presence of the Lord," and *• Heaven 
has come down the earth to meet," as we have talked and 
sung of His benefits, and laid our gifts on the altar of 
praise. Many have felt " their hearts to bum within 
them," as they brought a willing ofiFering, rejoicing that 
, it should be such, rather than the result of money gained 
by entertainments of any kind. 

In one case the meeting was continued until the even- 
ing, so as to enable the gentlemen to come and express 
their gratitude to God. The result was an additional gift 
of over $200. A society whose total gift was $35 a year ago 
had a praise meeting this year, and their thank-offerings 
amounted to $70.65; this added to their other gifts, making 
a total of $105. We wish we were able to tell in exact 
figures the full amount of the thank-offerings brought to 
the Lord at our praise meetings. The record is above. 

Our Presbyterial and Synodical societies have held 
profitable meetings during the year. One writes: **We had 
a good meeting, for the Lord was there." At this meet- 
ing, four ladies were in attendance who drove sixty miles, 
and felt well paid for their efforts: at another meeting, 
seventeen members of a small society were present, 

•The meetings at Room 48 have been well attended and 
increasingly interesting. From time to time we have had 
the living epistle, and have felt quickened by the presence 
with us of some dear missionary. Always the letters from 
the field are gladly received, and we are even eager for 
more. Letters from the Home Workers also are listened 
to with sympathy and pleasure, and our supplications and 
thanksgivings are mingled with theirs. 

We share the joys of those who report new organiza- 
tions or reviving interest in others; we note with sorrow 
the record of failure.

NORTH AMERICAN INDIANS. 

We have had no recent news from the school at Green- 
wood Agency, Dakota, in charge of Miss Miller. The last 
letter received gave an interesting account of the meeting 
of the annual conference, which took to the agency a host 
of delegates from the different churches scattered over the 
mission field, together with a score or more of the mission- 
aries under the American and Presbyterian Boards. 

Miss Miller wrote with great regret of the transfer of 
Dr. Williamson and his family to Pine Ridge Agency. 
The prospect for the Indians for the winter was better 
than a year ago. Their crops were good, and there was 
but little sickness among them. 

We have had no news from Pine Ridge Agency since 
the removal of Mr. Sterling to Omaha a year ago. 

MEXICO. 

That which was at one time the Girls' Boarding at 
Monterey, is now the Girls' Normal School of Saltillo. 

In its new home and commodious building, and under 
the direction of Miss Jennie Wheeler and Miss Mabel 
Elliott, it closed in November, 1891, the most prosperous 
year in its history. 

When word came last August that Miss Elliott's health 
had failed, and she must come home immediately, there 
was great fear lest the school should suffer for lack of 
teaching force. But such did not prove to be the case, 
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although Miss Elliott's withdrawal was a great loss to the 
school and deeply felt by Miss Wheeler and the pupils, 
whose love and confidence she had won. 

* Miss Wheeler, who was supposed to have already all 
she could do, rose to the emergency, and, not only super- 
intended the school, but taught in it, and directed and 
-carried on the household affairs with the assistance of a 
Mexican house-keeper. 

At the close of the term in Nov., the girls acquitted 
themselves so creditably through a four days' examination, 
that Miss Wheeler felt fully repaid for .all her extra 
exertion. 

A good music teacher having been secured for the year, 
the chorus singing at the closing exercises was fine. The 
girls took music lessons regularly through the year. 

The primary department was in charge of a former 
pupil of the school. 

The best part of the year's work was the confession of 
Christ, by twelve of the girls of the school. 

After a vacation of two months, in which the much 
needed rest was found. Miss Wheeler returned from the 
mountains, and on Feb. 1st reopened the school with 
thirty-fiT e boarding pupils, all of whom are from Presby- 
terian families, excepting one, who is a Catholic, the first 
one to attend the school. Miss Hammond, formerly of 
Guatemala, was sent to assist Miss Wheeler at the re- 
opening of the school. 

Miss Elliott, while not sufficiently restored in health to 
take her place in the school, is greatly improved, and is 
now with friends in Minnesota. 

SAN LUIS POTOSI. 

Rev. and Mrs. Beall are still carrying on the work in 
this station. It is regretted no report has been received. 
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MEXICO OITY. 



On entering the Girls' Boarding School at this place 
the teachers of last year will be found at their posts. Miss 
Bartlett and Miss De Bann are here doing a grand work* in 
many ways, especially in the way of training teachers to 
take charge of the day-schools, which are such important 
factors in the great work to be done for Christ, in Mexico. 

Here is also located the Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary, with Rev. Hubert Brown at its head. The 
students of the Seminary are alive to the needs of the 
people, and are going out, two by two, preaching and 
instructing the people. 

Mr. Brown is greatly interested in the Sabbath school 
work, and is doing much to prepare teachers for the 
Sabbath schools. 

A shadow has fallen on the happy home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Brown. In February their little four-year-old daughter 
was called to join the thousands of children around the 
Throne of God in Heaven. 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 
GUATEMALA CITY. 

Owing to the unsettled state of the government in the 
republic, and the excitement over political questions 
during the past year, but little advancement has been 
made in mission work. 

Mrs, Iddings, who has but little time for outside work, 
as her hands are full caring for two little ones, still finds 
time to write a good long letter occasionally ; tells of their 
uneasiness when rocked all through one night in the lap 
of an earthquake ; also says their new church will be 
dedicated soon, after which a church will be organized, a& 
there seems to bo enough faithful ones to serve as a 
nucleus. 
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The Boys' school began its second tenn February, '92, 
with thirty-one pupils. These boys are Roman Catholics, 
and come from hftmes of poverty, ignorance and vice. In 
this school they are taught the ordinary branches in the 
Spanish language, while the bible, which is used as a text 
book, is taught in English. This year an industrial de- 
partment has been added to the school and given in 
charge of Mr. Haymaker, who is a practical machinist, and 
will instruct them in carpentering, blacksmi thing, and 
other trades during the year. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
CHILI. 

Oiili suggests at once rebellion and commotion, and 
we are grateful that our missionaries have been saved 
from harm. Mrs. Boomer* is rejoicing over the consum- . 
mation of her cherished plan for a school in Concepcion. 
Although prevented for some time from taking an active part 
in teaching, her knowledge of the language and experience 
in the work rendered her a valuable adviser. In the Sun- 
day school she has charge of the infant class, and writes 
encouragingly of the' progress made by the wee pupils ; 
she has introduced some of the kindergarten methods 
among the children, which they thoroughly enjoy. 

Home duties have been absorbing, and Mrs. Boomer 
writes of the houses : " One is never tied to the arbitrary 
use of any room, for all are equally inconvenient for 
dining room, study, parlor and bed room, and your chief 
aim is to find out what is the least inconvenient arrange- 
ment of the whole. We have plenty of ventilation through 
big cracks, and just at the present moment there are three 
receptacles in the middle of the floor to catch the steady

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dripping from the leak overhead. We are so cosy and 
comfortable in almost ev6ry particular that when some little 
thing like this makes us trouble, and we get glum over it, 
I say to my husband with a doleful air, * Trials of mission- 
ary life,' and then we both laugh and set some more pots 
and pans to catch the water, thankful that we have enough 
so as not to spoil our carpet." 

Mrs. Boomer also adds that "the kind of work one 
does, and the Master one is working for, makes all the 
difference." 

Now that Chili has regained political liberty, it is 
hoped there will be a better opening for such Christian 
work. 

COLOMBIA. 

In Medellin, Mrs. Touzeau still continues to be an able 
assistant and helpmeet to her husband in the grand work, 
for surely it is grand to put the bible into the hands of so 
many hundreds of people! When we see these two faith- 
ful workers starting out upon those tiresome journeys, up 
and down mountains, across dangerous rivers, scattering 
to the right and to the left the precious seed of gospel truth, 
we cannot estimate the many souls that may thus be saved. 
We remember the Lord has said that his word shall not 
return unto him void. 

The school is advancing, though it must necessarily be 
small, as it has not yet been possible to procure a native 
teacher, and there has been no school building. The 
Board has now allowed the school a place in the estimates. 
Mrs. Touzeau teaches the smaller children in the after- 
noon, and Mr. Touzeau has the larger ones in the evenins^. 
They have taken a little native girl into the family, in 
addition to the boy whom they have had some time. Of 
course, this means added care, but Mrs. Touzeau writes 
that if they are able to assist in the work later, she shall 
feel more than repaid. 
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During the summer, Mr. and Mrs. Touzeau spent four 
weeks in the mountains, only three miles from the city. 
This little outing was of the greatest benefit to them. 

In regard to the Christmas exercises, I will quote from 
our latest letter: "The children all did so well, and their 
friends seemed to enjoy the entertainment very much. 
During the year, almost all of them had learned the Ten 
Commandments, and some recited all the Catechism with- 
out missing one word. The Bible has been taught every 
day during the year." At the communion in February 
three members were received. This was a great joy to 
them in that country, where it means so much to confess 
Christ, and where the opposition from the Roman 
Catholics is so intense. 

BRAZIL. 

Miss Dagama's post of duty is at Eio Claro, 125 miles 
from the coast. The wave of progress and enlightenment 
which seems to be sweeping over Brazil is slow in reach- 
ing them. 

The people for whom Miss Dagama is laboring are for 
the most part Eoman Catholics, very poor and ignorant. 
She finds it singularly difficult to reach them, or to make 
a lasting impression upon minds so dark and hardened. 
Let us not fail to pray for her and her people, remember- 
ing the Lord's promise — " They that sow in tears shall 
reap in joy." 

AFRICA. 

Africa truly is the dark Continent in more senses than 
one, and her moral darkness will continue to be felt as 
long as that sight which dispels darkness is withheld, and 
the beacon lights of truth are so few and far between. 

Dr. McMillan, writing from Benita, says: "There is 
no physician nearer on the south of us than one hun- 
dred miles; on the north, than about three hundred miles; 
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on the west is the Atlantic ocean, and on the east is the 
continent of Africa, with all its darkness. Surely there is 
room enough here! Will not some one respond to the call 
and come out here and help us in this great work?" Dr. 
and Mrs. McMillan, as you know, went out to carry on Mr. 
and Mrs. Brier's work — so nobly begun, and so sadly ended! 

They have not yet reached Batanga, having made long 
visits at Gaboon and Benita, where they were most helpful 
to the missionaries of these stations. From these places, 
as central points, they have carried the work into the 
interior, where they have everywhere been besieged by 
hundreds of poor natives, who were waiting to be healed 
body and soul. 

If every opportunity brings its attendant responsi- 
bility, certainly the medical missionary's lot is at the same 
time both grand and awful. At Benita, they on the first 
Sabbath attended church with a congregation of four hun- 
dred. Dr. McMillan writes : " About one hundred and 
fifty sat down to the Lord's table. What a sight to us in 
darkest Africa! " 

At Talegugu, Mrs. McMillan was visited by a company 
of twenty-five, who had come a long journey down the river 
in their canoes. They were eager to hear the gospel 
message. 

In the letter dated March 7, 1892, Dr. McMillan 
writes that he has traveled one thousand miles, visiting 
different stations ; that he has received into the church 
eighty-five adults, men and women ; and that the total 
number of baptisms during the year is one hundred and 
thirteen. 

SYRIA. 

It seems strange to be obliged to bring a report of mis- 
sionary work in Syria, the land from which the first 
missionary went forth, and whose history and every tra- 
dition is so closely interwoven with the life and character 
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of Christ, that even now, to the credulous traveler are 
shown the very stones that would have burst forth into 
His praise had the disciples held their peace. 

Mr. Bird of Abeih writes that " it is not promotive of 
special enthusiasm to be informed that the work is 
going on about as usual." And consequently he has sent 
a report which is particularly minute and interesting. 
He has recently made a tour of all the stations; the teach- 
ers to whom he refers are natives, many of whom have been 
educated in our Christian schools. 

Aramoon has a new little stone church. " Here in the 
winter gather one hundred boys and girls." The girls are 
under the care of Esther and the boys are still taught by 
Joseph Friend, of whom Mr. Bird speaks in the highest 
terms. 

At Dibbeye the school ik small, owing to the almost 
impassable roads in that vicinity, and also to the poverty 
of the people. While here Mr. Bird was visited by a del- 
egation of long-bearded, white-turban ed Druzes from 
Jaheleyeh, who had come requesting that they might have 
a school in their village, and promising to provide a place 
and $36.00. Mr. Bird underlines the words, " They got 
their school." 

At Ain Zehalta the pastor was ordained in the fall. He 
is very popular. The people agree to raise about $70.00 of 
his salary. 

At MatuUy there are but few children in the village, 
consequently the school is small. The teacher is much 
respected for his Christian character. 

At Ghureefy the teacher left for Australia last summer. 
Probably the school will be reopened next fall. 

At Ain Bal they have the same teacher as last year. 
His daughter attends Sidon Seminary. 

At Ammatur the two schools are doing good work. The 
boys have passed a very satisfactory examination. The 
girls' school was opened last autumn, with the teacher who 
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was formerly at Baruk. The people gave $50.00 besides 
the rooms for the school. ; 

At Kef r Nebrakh Mr. Bird found forty children in the 
school, which had been in operation only six months. The 
people raise $30.00 and provide the room. The teacher is 
a church-member, and his wife was educated in a Christian 
seminary. 

At Baruk the girls' school was given up because of the 
indifference of the people ; the boys' school continues as 
usual. The teacher has lost his wife and child. The wife 
was a Protestant, though daughter of a Greek Catholic 
priest. 

At Kemleyeh, " the school house beside the high and 
shady oak continues to be filled with interested pupils." 

At Deir il Komr our school has had in some months 
one hundred and twenty-two in attendance. However, it 
has been crippled by the fact that the Greek Catholic 
bishop bought the building we have had for thirty-five 
years, and placed a school in it. Our school needs a new 
building there. The Greek Catholic bishop offered one of 
our girls from this place a fine and remunerative position 
in his school. Mr. Bird says that they trembled for her 
under the great temptation, but that " the guns had been 
grandly spiked by Christian principle, and she firmly 
refused to teach in an opposition school." 

The school duties at Sidon Seminary were carried on, 
after the last report, until the spring vacation, and then 
until July 8th. During the spring vacation Miss Brown 
spent some time at Jedaideh, attending school examina- 
tions and visiting with the women. During August and 
September, at this same place, she and her sister "made 
eighty calls in sixty-eight hours, and rode to eleven other 
villages for the holding of meetings." The school was 
reopened October 14th, with seventeen boarders. Many 
others were detained because of the cholera and quarantine. 
This number was gradually increased to thirty-nine, with 
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the regular corps of teachers. The new arrangement of 
admitting the highest class of the day-school promises to 
be of great benefit, both to it and to the Seminary. The 
upper department numbers twenty-four, and the attendance 
of the lower department sometimes reaches ninety. 

Four of the teachers have left, though still exerting 
good influence in their different spheres, and three of the 
former teachers have returned. Miss Brown writes grate- 
fully of the gifts which arrived just in time to make the 
boys' and girls' Christmas bright and happy. She also is 
indebted to friends for the new shutters, which are useful 
and ornamental to the sunny windows, and is pleased 
with the splendid new lamps for the school-room. After 
closing school in July the Misses Brown took for their 
recreation a most interesting trip through the Holy Land, 
visiting Bethany, Bethlehem and Jerusalem, and seeing 
the many things of interest which these places suggest. 
In speaking of Hebron and the Cave of Machpelah, Miss 
Brown quotes: "This is the only spot on earth which 
attracts to it all who possess the one creed, * I believe in 
God.' The Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem separates Mos- 
lem, Jew and Christian; here they assemble together. The 
Moslem guards this place as dear and holy ; the Jew from 
every land draws near to it with reverence and love and hi& 
kisses have left impress on the stones; Christians of every 
kindred and tongue visit the spot with a reverence equally 
affectionate. And who lies here? A great king or con- 
queror? A man famous for his genius or learning? No I 
but an old shepherd, who pitched his tent 4,000 years ago 
among these hills, a stranger and a pilgrim in the land, 
and who was known only as * The Friend of God.' " 

PERSIA. 

Tear by year the reports from Persia are brought to 
you, and one year seems very much like the last. There 
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is no Dews of a great political revolution, nor of a spiritual 
revival, sweeping over the country. It is only said that 
this suffering one has been relieved of pain, and has come 
to the great Physician; this young man has decided to 
read the Bible for himself; that young girl has become, in 
very deed, the daughter of the King; and that little child 
has learned of the One who said, "Suffer the little chil- 
dren to come unto me." This is mosaic work. It is not 
yet given to the faithful workers in Persia to quarry great 
blocks and place them in the Lord's temple, or with bold 
and rapid strokes to paint effective pictures to adorn its 
walls. Day by day are placed in their hands little pieces 
to cut and polish. These are taken by the great Master 
and fitted into a precious and lasting mosaic. 

Miss Havergal's verses express in beautiful form the 
prayer in the heart of each worker: 

" Yet take the tiny stones which I have wrought, 
Just one by one, as they were given by Thee, 

Not knowing what came next in Thy wise thought; 
Set each stone by Thy masterhand of grace, 

Form tiie mosaic as Thou wilt for me, 

And in Thy temple-pavement give it place " 

It is a pleasure to tell you that this year we have been 
able to increase the list of faithful workers by four new 
names: — Dr. Emma Miller, Miss Medbery, Miss Leinbach, 
and Miss McCampbell. 

They all reached their destinations in safety, and 
received an enthusiastic welcome from those already on 
the field. 

In looking over the map of Persia we find our mission- 
aries located at five points: Mosul, Hamadan, Teheran 
Oroomiah and Tabriz. 

MOSUL. 

Mosul is situated on the borders of Turkey. This sta- 
tion has recently been transferred from the American to 
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the Presbyterian Board. Here Miss Melton is stationed. 
She was obliged to leave Oroomiah on account of the feeble 
state of her health, and came to Mosul with the hope that, 
change of climate and occupation would be beneficial. 
She spent the summer at Hassan, where for a time she had 
a summer school. In the autumn she returned to Mosul 
greatly improved in health, and has taken up work in the 
girls' school. The school is at present small, consisting 
of only twelve pupils, and these are nearly all beginners. 
One of these girls is a young widow, who has repeatedly 
refused to marry again, saying that she wished to be a 
reader. She is a member of one of the mountain churches, 
and they have many hopes for her future usefulness. 

HAMADAN. 

At Hamadan we have Mrs. Alexander, Mrs. Watson 
and Miss Leinbach. Miss Leinbach is much pleased with 
her new field, and is earnestly engaged in the study of the 
language. During the year it was necessary for a number 
of the lady missionaries to return home, on account of 
failing health, and Dr. Alexander was appointed by the 
Mission to accompany them to America. This left Mrs. 
Alexander mtich alone, and Hamadan without a doctor. 
To supply this lack Dr. Mary Smith left her work in Tehe- 
ran, and stayed in Hamadan until Dr. Alexander's return. 

Mrs. Alexander has continued her much-needed work 
among the Jewish girls, but on account of her husband's 
resignation she is coming home, and Mrs. Hawkes is to 
take her place in the school. 

Mrs. Watson teaches several classes in the Boys' High 
School, and gives music lessons to one of the Jewish boys. 
An earnest spirit has been manifest this year in the school, 
and the boys have increased in both earthly and heavenly 
wisdom. Their Saturday evening prayer meetings and 
Sunday afternoon consultation meetings have been faith- 
fully attended and supported. 
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TEHERAN. 



In Teheran we have three ladies: Mrs. Esselstyn, Dr. 
Mary Smith, and Miss McCampbell. We were much dis- 
appointed to lose this year one of our workers — Mrs. Tor- 
rence, who, on account of her husband's resignation, is no 
longer a representative of our Board. 

Mrs. Esselstyn has spent much time visiting in the 
homes of the women; reading, talking or praying with 
them. She also claims her husband's evangelistic tours 
through the villages as her work, for, she says, " I get him 
ready to go, speed him on his way, keep things running 
while he is gone, and welcome him home on his return." 
Surely, "she that tarried at home divided the spoil." 

As has been mentioned before, Dr. Mary Smith was in 
Hamadan during Dr. Alexander's absence. While there, 
she had two days a week at the dispensary to meet the 
women, and many went to consult her. She returned in 
September to Teheran, and resumed her regular work, 
both in the dispensary and in the homes of the women. 
On Saturday afternoons she goes down to the Jewish 
quarter to see the women who wish medical treatment. 
It is with the purpose of benefiting their souls rather 
than their bodies, for living as they do, so crowded together 
and exposed to all kinds of weather, they could not, if they 
knew how, follow the directions given, and they are so 
ignorant of the use of medicine that often if one dose 
does not cure they will not take another. 

The summary of the year's work is as follows : 

Number of visits made 150 

'' *' patients at Dispensary and Hospital 442 

" " prescriptions given 424 

On account of the home-coming of some of the teach- 
ers, the Iran Bethel — the Girls' school — was much crippled 
a portion of the year. The girls proved themselves very 
helpful in the emergency, the more advanced pupils acting 
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as teachers. The news of Miss McCampbell's coming was 
received with great gratitude. She has been there but. a 
short time, yet she has won the hearts of the children, and 
they brightened her first Christmas in a foreign land with 
little gifts made by their own hands. 

♦ OBOOMIAH. 

This year we have at Oroomiah four ladies — Miss Dean, 
Mrs. St. Pierre, Miss Medbery and Dr. Miller. Miss Med- 
bery's coming was a great relief, for Miss Dean's health is 
failing, and it has been a great exertion for her to attend 
to her school duties. She fears that she must resign her 
beloved work, although she has many plans which she 
longs to aid in carrying out. Her departure will be felt 
as a loss not only in Oroomiah, but in the neighboring 
villages, her influence is so widespread. Since she went 
to Persia, ninety-three girls have been graduated from 
Fiske Seminary. There were ten girls in the class last 
year, all of whom were Christians. 

After commencement, an alumnse meeting was held, 
and sixty-four were present. The exercises were varied 
and pleasant, but the most touching sight was the group 
which gathered around Miss Dean in the large sitting- 
room, where they had so often met with her in years past. 
There was such a contrast in the faces which looked into 
hers. Those of the graduates were happy and careful, 
while many lines of thought and anxiety were visible upon 
the faces of the older women. Yet all were animated 
with the spirit of the happy reunion. 

When the school opened in October there were more 
applicants than there were rooms for. The number of 
pupils in all departments is over 200. Eighty-four in the 
higher department, nearly fifty in the primary, and over 
fifty in the kindergarten. 

Miss Medbery occupies her time, when not engaged in 
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the study of the language, in teaching singing and sewings 
and in care of the girls in the school who are ill. 

About a year ago the College and Fiske Seminary were 
united under one management, and Dr. Shedd was chosen 
Chairman of the united faculty. Last July ten young 
men were graduated from the College, all of whom, it i& 
hoped, will fill a useful place . in tjie world. The students 
are encouraged each year to do more toward self-support, 
and the standard is gradually being raised. The written 
examinations which have been introduced within the last 
few years have led to greater thoroughness in thought and 
clearness of expression. 

Home missionary duties demand a large share of Mrs. 
St. Pierre's time at present, for there are now three littlo 
ones in their home. 

Dr. Miller is devoting herself to the study of the 
language, and eagerly looking forward to the time when 
she can enter upon her medical work. 

TABRIZ. 

To the Tabriz station belong Mrs. Oldfather, Miss Jew- 
ett, Mrs. Van Hook, Miss HoUiday, Dr. Bradford, Mrs. 
Wilson and Mrs. Brashear. 

Mrs. Oldfather and Miss Jewett are at present in thi& 
country. Miss Jewett expects to soon return and take up 
her work among the women. 

This year Miss HoUiday has had the supervision of 
the Armenian kindergarten for girls. Last fall it was 
opened in the premises previously occupied by the Boys*^ 
school. The attendance is small, not more than twelve on 
an average, for the Armenian church uses every means to 
keep the children away from the school. 

Miss HoUiday has also given lessons to the young 
Mussulmans. Fifteen have studied English, one music. 
One of her students is a young Major who was recently 
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ordered oflf with his regiment. He took with him a Per- 
sian and English Bible, saying, ''I cannot be satisfied to 
accept a faith simply because my fathers have held it." 

The third department of Miss HoUiday's work is call- 
ing upon the women. This is only limited by time and 
strength, for she finds a welcome in so many homes. 

Last June Miss HoUiday and Dr. Bradford made a 
tour among some of the Mussulman villages east of Tabriz. 
It was almost impossible in some places to get time to 
eat, such crowds collected around them. They came partly 
from curiosity, partly from a desire for medical treatment. 
Many amusing incidents occurred daring their trip, one of 
which was Miss HoUiday's dining-out. The dinner was a 
very good one, but she was obliged to eat alone, and felt, 
AS she says, "like one of royal blood in the presence of an 
attentive audience, or like a wild beast in a menagerie." 

Their hearts were constantly touched by the great needs 
of the poor creatures whom they met. Miss HoUiday's 
account of a conversation with one old woman gives a 
glimpse of their spiritual condition: "*I know you have 
suffered,' I said to her. She emphatically replied, 'I have.' 
^Tou have sinned,' 1 said. She gave the quick, upward 
movement which indicates the negative. I said in sur- 
prise, 'What, have you not sinned?' She replied, with an 
Agonizing look, 'Oh! yes, what I mean is I cannot have you 
speak of it. I must not think of my sins.' She listened 
earnestly when told of the remedy for sin." 

Dr. Bradford spent the summer in Tabriz in order to 
give treatment to a Koordish lady who was visiting there. 
On leaving the city, she insisted that Dr. Bradford should 
go and visit her some time, and promised to send horses to 
transport her and her whole drug store. Dr. Bradford has 
also treated the daughter of the governor. One day she 
carried with her a copy of the gospel of Luke, and her 
patient not only wished to see it, but to hear it read. Next 
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time Dr. Bradford took the gospel of John. The lady im- 
mediately seized it, and it was read amid many exclama- 
tions of wonder and appreciation. 

The summary of medical work for the year is as fol- 
lows ;

It would be a pleasure to say that the new hospital has- 
been completed, but the sad fact is that the Board has not 
been able to allow any money for this purpose. It has even 
been necessary to give up the one hospital room which waa 
in use. The need of this city for a hospital is indeed great. 
How can we allow bodies and souls to suffer so much for 
the lack of a few thousand dollars! 

Mrs. Yan Hook, as usual, has had charge of the girls^^ 
school. They had a very successful commencement, al though 
there were only two girls in the graduating class. The Ar- 
menianr, tried to injure the school by having their exercises 
on the same day. Almost no one attended their entertain- 
ment, and there was an audience of about three hundred at 
ours. There are at present about forty pupils in the school. 
Not the least important feature is the kindergarten. What 
these little ones learn benefits not only themselves but their 
elders as well. 

Mrs. Van Hook tells of a wee tot of four dining with a 
party of aristocratic ladies. She was dissatisfied because 
no blessing was asked at table, and was given permission 
to ask her own. Whereupon she bowed her head, folded 
her hands and said the little prayer taught them in kinder- 
garten. Truly, out of the mouths of babes, God has- 
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perfected praise! Mrs. Yan Hook is in very poor health, 
and is about to return to America for a much needed 
rest. 

Mrs. Brashear has just passed her first examination in 
the Armenian language. With her baby, Esther, her study 
of the language, and the work in the girls' school, her time 
is fully occupied. 

Last year the work in Tabriz had many discouraging 
features. This year the good news comes that under Mr. 
Wilson's supervision a new church has been built, and since 
its dedication God^s presence has been with them in a 
marked manner, and some have been added to the church. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilson are rejoicing in the beauty and 
convenience of the new boys' school, which is now com- 
pleted. The school building is located in a large and pleas- 
ant garden, in which are fruit trees, grape-vines and even 
a little green grass. Mrs. Wilson says: "It is a fine-look- 
ing building of red brick. The usual stiffness of Persian 
architecture is broken by brick pillars and arches over the 
windows. From every side it is tasteful, but especially in 
front, with the out jutting entrance, arched door and wide 
stone steps." Mrs. Wilson's occupations during the past 
year have been diversified. In addition to her kindergarten 
and work among the women, she has given English lessons 
to three young Armenian business men and assisted in the 
boys' school. She writes; "A dark shadow fell upon the 
school, as well as on our home, when, November 23d, 
our little Rhea, the youngest scholar, as they loved to call 
him, the pet of the teachers and scholars, went home to 
Heaven after a short illness from croup. The boys came 
in with awed faces to look on him for the last time as he 
lay asleep, and the little ones sang 'When He Cometh.' 
The theological students would suffer no one else to carry 
the little coffin to the grave, that little grave that we pray 
may preach a sermon to our dear boys they will never 
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forget. He bore the sacred name of Samuel Khea, and as 
his mother says: 'Like the Bible Samnel, he was asked of 
God, given by God, and now is lent to the Lord.' " 

His sweet little life on this earth was a very small part 
of God's bright eternity upon whicli he has entered, yet he 
had won the hearts of all, from the princess to the wee kin- 
dergarten children, and when he went to God he carried 
hearts heavenward with him. '*A little child shall lead 
them " — lead them into the Kingdom. 

INDIA. 

" The girls have shown much interest in their prayer- 
meetings and Bible studies, and many of them are evident- 
ly making a real effort to shape their lives according to 
the lessons learned. ' By their fruits ye shall know them.' " 
Such is the encouraging report of the principal of one 
of our large girls' schools in India. In looking over the 
records of the past year's work it is inspiring to see that 
this note of real heart improvement is struck again and 
again. 

"The chief object of the christian teachers," writes 
another of our missionaries, " is to impart the principles of 
Christianity to the pupils, and although there are heavy 
obstacles to be overcome, yet God will without doubt bless 
the seed of divine truth thus sown in youthful hearts, and 
who can tell what fruit it may bring forth in the after life 
of these girls as they grow to womanhood." 

One of the most popular and brilliant writers of the 
day has attempted to portray a mission to the hopeless 
and degraded women of India, inspired solely by a Christ- 
less philanthropy. The failure of such a mission, how- 
ever earnestly conceived and carried out, must be apparent 
when we consider that human nature has no quality inher- 
ent in itself to lift itself out of darkness. It must be 
helped upward by a divine impulse. The only hope for 
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the women of India is in the religion of Jesus Christ. 
This is taking root in many hearts, and blossoming out in 
many lives, bearing fruit in a noble and redeemed woman- 
hood. 

Such is the testimony of our missionaries after years 
of earnest work in school and zenana. ** They are casting 
the bread of divine life upon the waters of young India's 
thought" and in many cases are finding it after many 
days. 

RAWAL PINDl. 

In the old city of Rawal Pindi a students' association 
has been formed for the discussion of social and moral 
questions. This, while not formally connected with the 
Mission is in the interests of mission work. It is a source 
of constant surprise to the missionaries to find repeated 
evidence in the addresses and debates that christian ideas 
are penetrating and saturating the heathen mind. Not 
alone the girls, but the boys and young men, are being 
elevated and advanced in thought and character. 

The Girls' Schools at Rawal Pindi have been for the 
greater part of the year in charge of Miss Dunlap and 
Miss Orbison. The Hindu School has had an average en- 
-roUment of 114 pupils. About a year ago a new school 
was opened in a Mohammedan quarter of the city. It 
has had an average attendance of about 30. In the same 
house a Sunday School was also started and has been kept 
up with an attendance varying from thirty to sixty. This 
Sunday school is divided into four classes. It is a school 
for girls, but perhaps the most interesting class is com- 
posed of boys who have begged to be admitted. The ages 
of these Sunday pupils vary somewhat amusingly. How 
to manage an assembly ranging from the infant in arms to 
the young married woman is a problem not always easy 
of solution. 
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JALUNDHAB. 

Miss Downs and Miss Given report a busy year at 
Jalundhar, and work in a flourishing condition. They have 
taught in 18 zenanas with an average of 33 pupils. They 
have had five schools in operation with 121 pupils. Three 
of the schools are for Mohammedan girls, one for Hindu 
girls and one for Hindu widows. The last named school 
is a most interesting one. It is for the most forlorn class 
of women in India and required faith on the part of those 
who started it. The widows are the domestic drudges, so 
their families had to be paid for their time. Small scholar- 
ships were needed for this purpose. It was uncertain 
where the money was to come from, but the work begun in 
prayer and faith has been blessed of God. The school now 
has ten pupils and the scholarships have been paid by the 
Woman's Missionary Society organized in Jalundhar by 
the faithful Bible- woman, Lizzie Jackson. 

The verandah Sunday School has been moved to the 
city and is proving a great success. It opened with 60 
pupils the first Sunday and a large number of visitors. A 
warm friendship has sprung up between some of the 
Mohammedan and Hindu girls, growing out of these meet- 
ings Sunday mornings. A similar school has been opened 
on Saturday in another part of the city. The Mohamme- 
dan girls especially, are doing well in all the schools* 
Examining the scholars is always slow work, as each girl 
must be taken separately and examined thoroughly on 
every subject. The girls have improved very much this 
year. One recited perfectly 12 hymns, 50 texts, giving 
chapter and verse of each, a catechism in Hindustani, be- 
sides doing well in reading, writing and arithmetic. 

The new house, so long in process of erection, was 
finished and occupied in the fall. It is very comfortable 
and convenient, and the young ladies look forward to years 
of successful work now that the problem of an abiding 
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place has been so pleasantly solved. It will be pleasant 
for them to have their old friends, Mr. and Mrs. Newton 
of Lodiana at Jalundhar, they having been transferred to 
that station to take the place of Dr. and Mrs. C. W- 
Forman. 

DEHRA. 

Miss Savage has succeeded Miss Wherry as principal 
of the school at Dehra. She has been assisted by Miss 
Donaldson who has ably seconded her in all plans for the 
prosperity of the school. Sixty-nine names were on the 
roll at the last report, 81 having been enrolled during the 
year. The number of pupils is constantly varying, as some 
pass out for various reasons, while others are admitted. 
The parents of some of the pupils have made commendable 
efforts to pay for their support. An ayah receiving only 
seven rupees a month pays two and a half rupees for her 
daughter. Three of the girls have begun work as Bible 
women and six have been married during the year. A 
great improvement in character has been noticeable. The 
girls are evidently trying hard to practice in their lives 
the lessons they are taught in the school. 

In the training school there are at present six young 
ladies, two of whom have completed the two years' studies 
and have successfully passed their examinations. They 
are now ready to go to any work to which they may be 
appointed. The pupils spend several hours daily in the 
study of the language, which they were able to use intelli- 
gently but not accurately, before entering the Home. They 
also spend from three to four hours every day in visiting 
zenanas and teaching smaller schools. During the year 
the inmates of the Home have shown marked improvement 
in their general character and it is apparent from tjieir 
daily lives that they are growing spiritually as well as 
mentally. 
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SAHABANPUB. 



There are thirty-eight boys in the orphanage at Saharan- 
pur. The pupils are kept np to the standard of a 
vernacular Upper Primary School. Two of the boys who 
have passed beyond this standard are attending the city 
High School. One of the graduates this year of the 
Theological Seminary was for several years in the Orphan- 
age. This should encourage those who support this 
institution. Another lad teaches in a low-caste school; 
another by his industry and good behavior has won golden 
opinions from his employer in the Government Railway; 
of still another young man the superintendent of the Gov- 
ernment Botanical Gardens only lately said to Mrs. Kelso, 
"I wish I had more lads like Phagn." 

There are five Hindu and four Mohammedan schools at 
this place. The girls show signs of improvement very 
gratifying to their teachers. The seed sown in the youth- 
ful minds seems in the case of many to have fallen upon 
good ground and to be bringing forth good fruit. A 
Brahmin girl who married from one of the schools and 
settled in a distant town, sent back to Saharanpur for a 
Testament, Hymn Book, Catechism and the "Old, Old 
Story," in Hindu, saying that she wished to have these 
books and still use them though she had left the school. 

There are many changes in the working force at 
Saharanpur this spring. Mr. and Mrs. Kelso are returning 
home on leave of absence, to enjoy a rest well earned by 
years of faithful labor in India. They leave their work 
well provided for. Mr. and Mrs. Henry Forman and Mr. 
and Mrs. McOomb are expected back again at their posts, 
reinforced by Mr. and Mrs. Robert Morrison and the Misses 
Dunlap and Orbison. Mr. Morrison takes Mr. Kelso's 
place in the Seminary, and the young ladies take charge of 
the zenana work. Mr. McOomb will have the care of the 
Orphanage. 
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ALLAHABAD. 



The Jumna Girls' School at Allahabad is in a most 
prosperous condition, due chiefly to the good, practical 
judgment of Mrs. Newton, aided as she has been the last 
year by Misses Oolman and Morrow. These young ladies 
in addition to learning the language have taken hold ol the 
work in the school, relieving Mrs. Newton every way they 
could. The standard of scholarship is gradually improving. 
The Bible classes are doing remarkably well. Most of the 
girls understand English, so that when the Sunday School 
Convention met at Allahabad in November they attended 
the meetings and enjoyed them very much. 

A good deal of self-denial has been practiced by the 
girls in saving money for their Mission Band. They have 
earned the money by their own eflForts and appropriated it 
to this purpose instead of spending it for clothing it 
required some self-sacrifice to go without. The much- 
needed repairs in the school building were begun after 
Christmas and were to be completed by the Ist of April. 

The mission at Allahabad is to lose the services of Dr. 
and Mrs. Lucas for a time, as they have leave of absence 
and are even now in America. They will be sadly missed, 
but their friends all feel that they need the rest and 
recuperation of a visit to the homeland. They will be 
siicceeded in the work at Allahabad by Dr. Johnson, who, 
with his eldest daughter, has recently returned to India. 

The Christian Mela was held as usual on New Year's 
day. There was a larger attendance than ever before. Of 
this interesting gathering Mrs. Lucas writes : "The Spirit 
of God was present and we feel sure much good was done. 
We had a conference of Christian workers here in Novem- 
ber, which was a time of great spiritual refreshing from 
the Lord. It was during Dr. and Mrs. Gillespie's visit to 
Allahabad and I was glad they had an opportunity of 
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meeting so many of our workers. Many others attended 
these meetings and nearly every one present testified to 
having received a blessing. One man who came with the 
intention of annoying and if possible of breaking* up the 
meetings, was converted." The Bazaar school, in charge of 
Mrs. Lucas, now numbers thirty pupils, a large proportion 
of whom can read. The zenanas number the same as last 
year. The Bible-woman visits them regularly. 

KOLAPUR. 

Since Miss Patton's return to India she has had charge 
of the Hindu Girls' School at Kolapur. During the year 
there have been thirty -five girls in this school. Sometimes 
the attendance has been very small, but of late there has 
been an improvement in this particular. Miss Patton has 
also had charge of another school during the absence of 
Mrs. Hull in America, which has enrolled sixty pupils 
during the year. She has also taught in the Girls' Board- 
ing School to relieve Mrs. Goheen, besides visiting the 
zenanas. She writes of her interest in a large class of 
Hindu and Mohammedan boys. To encourage them to 
persevere in their lessons she oifered a hymn book to each 
boy who would commit and remember the golden texts for 
six months, and about ten boys will receive the books. 

Miss Irwin was appointed Mrs. Goheen's assistant in 
the Girl's Boarding School about a year ago, and has been 
very much interested in her work. She writes: ''We 
have adopted some of the methods of work used in the 
Ashville Home Industrial School and I have found that 
they do as well in India as in America. I see a decided 
improvement in household habits and dispositions. In 
order to encourage thoroughness in work the marking 
system was introduced and a prize offered. This had the 
desired effect and on Christmas the prize was given. 
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" I have enjoyed visiting, with our missionary ladies, in 
many homes, but as yet can only look on. It will be a glad 
day to me when I can myself speak to these poor women 
about Christ and point them to the Savior. I have often 
been astonished to see how eagerly they listen to our mis- 
sidnaries, and then turn away, saying, 'We have no time, 
it is our fate.' Poor, ignorant, down-trodden women, how 
little they have to brighten their lives ! My heart goes 
out to them in their wretchedness and loneliness, and I 
long to help them to see in our Savior a sympathizing 
friend." 

SIAM. 

Siam is not a diflScult field in which to labor, there 
being no opposition to missionary operations, and the 
people are ready and willing to hear the "good news from 
a far country," but it is the unhealthiness of the climate 
that causes the frequent changes in our mission workers, 
which greatly retards the progress of the work. 

The Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions has in 
Siam and the Laos, five stations: Bangkok, Ratburee, 
Petchaburee, Cheung Mai and Lakawn. 

BANGKOK. 

In this city, of almost 600,000 people. Miss Cole for 
some time was the only lady missionary laboring for the 
education of girls. A little more than a year ago, the 
doctor, finding her health giving way under the strain of 
teaching, and from the effects of the climate, advised her 
immediate return to America. Rather than risk a com- 
plete break down, she turned the school over to Miss 
Parker and started for home, where she is at present. 

Miss Parker, although she had been in the country but 
a short time, and was unacquainted with the people or the 
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language, took her place at the head of the Bchool, January, 
1891, and held the pupils until the spring vacation in May. 

Having some well-trained native teachers, she did not 
find the class-room as taxing as the industrial department. 
To cut out enough work to keep thirty -five girls busy two 
hours every day was no small task. But after the spring 
vacation, the Board kindly sent Miss Cooper from Rat- 
buree to take charge of the industrial department, thereby 
greatly relieving Miss Parker. 

The school reopened in June — ^a little late on account 
of the drought and cholera epidemic. Thirty-five pupils 
were enrolled, in July, the little Siamese princess, who was 
permitted by the king to enter the school two years before, 
with the promise she should remain until she was sixteen, 
was taken away. Five other girls left at the same time, 
their parents saying they did not like to entrust them to a 
stranger. This left the school with thirty pupils. 

The annual sale of fancy work was held in December, 
at which time the work done by the dressmaking class, 
instructed by Mrs. Snyder, was exhibited. One hundred 
and fifty dollars was cleared by the sale, and several orders 
were taken for dresses to be made. 

Notwithstanding the difticulties under which the school 
has labored, the pupils have made good progress in their 
studies, and some of the parents have expressed themselves 
as well satisfied with the work done. 

Mrs. Eakin, formerly the kindergarten teacher in this 
school, is rendering valuable assistance in teaching in the 
Christian High School, of which her husband. Rev. J. A. 
Eakin, is superintendent. 

Mrs. Hays, much benefited by her visit of a year in 
America, returned to Siam last May, and is deeply inter- 
ested in the children in the Orphans' Home, and the 
patients in the government hospitals of which her husband 
has charge. 
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The work at Ratburee, though of recent planting,' is 
taking deep root. Dr. and Mrs. Thompson are not only 
caring for the sick who come to the hospital, and in the 
region round about, but giving all the time they can spare 
to teaching the boys, who show their anxiety to learn by 
their willingness to pay a tuition fee. 

PETCHABUBBE. 

The growing, flourishing work at this station under 
Miss Cort and Miss Small has been greatly interrupted 
and almost cut off by the coming home of Miss Cort last 
year, and the death of Miss Small during summer. 

Miss Cort and Miss Small had labored together in this 
place for five years ; had acquired complete command of 
the language, and were greatly beloved by the trusting, 
simple-hearted people. Besides having entire charge of 
the school, they made frequent tours among the towns and 
villages for miles around, during which they became 
acquainted with the people, and told them the story of the 
cross. After Miss Cort's return to America, the whole 
responsibility of the school fell on Miss Small. She 
seemed strong and well, and wrote as late as April: "I can 
ride four or five miles on horseback without feeling tired." 

She never complained of the work, only dreaded the 
loneliness, and shrank from assuming so much responsi- 
bility. She was devoted to the people for whose souls she 
was laboring, and forgetful of self, worked beyond her 
strength, and in less than six months from the time she 
took charge, these sad words reached the Board at New 
York : "Miss Jennie Small died of cholera, June 5th." 

She was attacked by this dread disease on the 2nd. 
Dr. Thompson was summoned from Ratburee, and did all 
that medical skill could do. Mrs. McClure and devoted 
natives did all that loving friends could. She said, "God 
calls, and I must go ! " — so she passed away on the 5th. 
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. They laid her to rest in the churchyard. But one 
thing was necessary to complete that mission station, and 
that was now there — a missionary's grave. 

There being no one to take her place, the boarding: 
school was closed, Mrs. McClure taking charge of the- 
fifteen day-pupils. 

The Misses Gait, to whose coming Miss Small looked 
with so much interest, sailed in September, and arrived in. 
Petchaburee in November. 

They are busy studying the language, and are alreadjr 
much interested in the people. 

LAOS. 

CHEUNG MAI. 

A little different course was pursued by Miss Wester- 
velt and Miss GriflSn in the Girls' Boarding school at 
Cheung Mai the past year. 

The school was divided into two terms. The first 
term was nineteen weeks; the second, nine weeks. Darings 
the first term, forty-nine boarders were enrolled, and 
fourteen day pupils, while the second term shows an en- 
rollment of only forty-six boarders, and ten day pupils, 
making the total number for the year seventy-nine. Of 
this number, thirty were professing Christians, six of 
whom united with the church during the school year*^ 
The increase in regularity of attendance has been twofold 
better than last year, thirty-six having been present 
through the entire year. 

To the whole mission, but especially to those who have 
been long on the field, and who for years have hoped and 
prayed for such a building, the completion of a commodi- 
ous church was an event of special joy. 

That the religious interest is as great as ever, is shown, 
by the accessions at every communion. The additions to- 
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the membership have been larger than in any previoiiB 
year. 

Dr. McGilvary, Mr. Phraner and Mr. Dodd have 
made numerous and extended tours to the north and south, 
preaching the gospel to those who have never heard it, 
" and the result of these tours have doubly proven what 
I has long been a well-established fact, that there is no 
surer or more rapid method of advancing God's kingdom 
among this people than by carrying the gospel to them in 
their villages and homes." 

Eev. D. G. Collins, who is the superintendent of the 
Boys' school, was necessarily away nine weeks of the school 
year, during which time Miss Cornelia McGilvary, who 
has been a very efficient teacher in the school all year, took 
charge, being assisted by Mrs. Collins. 

The total attendance for the year has been ninety-four, 
of which number thirty-eight were church members, 
twenty-four having united with the church during^ the 
year. 

The school has entirely outgrown its building, and 
will of necessity cease to expand until larger quarters are 
provided. 

A new station has been opened at Lapoon, and put in 
charge of Mr. and Mrs. Dodd. 

LAKAWN. 

There is cause for rejoicing over the progress made in 
the past year at Lakawn. 

Forty acr^s of land has been secured for the industrial 
school, and Dr. Peoples has shown the people what can be 
done in a few short months, by transforming this barren 
spot into a waving rice-field, with boys' school building, 
stable, hen-house, &c., all finished. Dr. and Mrs. Peoples 
have moved into their temporary house on the farm which 
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will be used for the schoolboys when their own house is 
finished. 

The boys are expected to do all the work about the 
place. Besides their school work, they are to be taught 
gardening, fruit-culture, rice-planting, weaving of bamboo 
and rattan into furniture, and eventually to make brick 
and crockery ware, and if the printing office is put here, 
will do the printing. 

Mrs. Peoples has a very interesting class of twelve 
boys in the kindergarten department. 

Dr. Wilson and his niece. Miss Fleeson, have been 
living in a small house in the dispensary ground, which 
stood on the site intended for a hospital. It has been torn 
down, and a new building is being erected for a hospital, 
but Dr. Wilson and Miss Fleeson will occupy it until a 
house is built for them. While this house is being 
built, they are staying in the Vice-Consulate building, 
ab^ut three-quarters of a mile from their former residence. 

Miss Fleeson writes she is glad of the change of place, 
as it has given her an opportunity of meeting people she 
would otherwise never have seen. Many have come to see 
her out of curiosity, never having seen a white person 
before. Her desire for a girls' school has been intensified 
by the eagerness shown by the girls of this neighborhood 
to learn to read. 

Very soon after her arrival there, seven girls came to 
the house and insisted on her teaching them to read. 
Although she had no convenient place in which to teach, 
and she felt little could be done unless she could have 
control of them, still she gave two hours* every day to 
teaching them to read, and hopes good was done. 

Mr. Taylor's school for boys, although not two years 
old, is moving forward rapidly. The boys have no Laos 
books, and yet they have learned to read and write Laos, 
are in compound numbers in arithmetic, and have been 
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through their geography twice. Mrs. Taylor is, assisting to 
teach the boys, only because there is no girls' school in 
which to teach. 

CHINA. 

The great antiquity of this nation commands the re- 
spect of all thoughtful people. Other nations have spnmg 
into existence, risen to great eminence, and passed away; 
while China has comparatively remained the same. Be- 
fore the time when " the Lord appeared unto Abraham in 
the plains of Mamre as he sat in his tent door," this peo- 
ple existed as a nation, with a religion, language and liter- 
ature. Five hundred years before Christ, Confucius taught 
the "Golden Rule" in the negative form. We celebrate 
centennial anniversaries; it is not unusual for the Chinese 
to celebrate millennial events. Imagine, if you can, 
eighteen provinces as large as Great Britain, and you have 
China. 

Everything about this land is vast. Its people out- 
number all others. Its superstitions are the most absurd 
of any on the globe. The highest mountains in the world 
mark the southern boundary of one of its dependencies. 
Its rivers, if not the longest or broadest, are the most de- 
vastating and treacherous; while its storms and famines 
carry countless multitudes to an untimely grave. 

Canton is situated on the Canton river, seventy miles 
from its mouth. It has a population of a million and a 
half. It is a great city, full of idols. The missionary 
work here reaches more than three»hundred miles into the 
interior. This city was first occupied as a Mission station 
in 1845. Sixteen long years passed before the first convert 
was baptized, and the following year a church was organ- 
ized with seven members. Now there are ten churches 
and five chapels in this region. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fulton have been identified with the 
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work here for more than ten years. Since their return last 
September, Mr. Fulton has been placed in charge of four 
districts formerly under the care of the lamented Mr. 
White. Dr. Mary Fulton has ^iven valuable assistance 
in the hospital and medical work; having recently brought 
ten young ladies from the Canton Seminary into the med- 
ical class. The advance work in Canton is the opening of 
a new compound called Fa-Ti, and the organizing of a new 
church at this place. Macao, 90 miles south of Canton, is 
called the cradle of Christianity in China; where, as early 
as 1814, the first protestant convert was baptized. The 
population consists of 60,000 Chinese and 5,000 Portu- 
guese. Last year I introduced you to Mr. and Mrs. Lin- 
gle, remaining in this delightful resort the first year, while 
studying the language and preparing for work. We will 
follow them to their new home. A steamer makes the trip 
to Canton in about nine hours, and thence by house-boat 
three hundred miles up the river, the journey is made. 
Occupying nearly as much time (three weeks) as the trip 
from San Francisco to Hong Kong. 

The scenery along the Lien-Chow river is varied and 
beautiful, resembling .in some places the "Palisades on the 
Hudson." 

Their former destination was at the city of Lien-Chow, 
but the people here are unfavorable to foreigners and will 
neither sell nor rent a place for a dwelling. Therefore they 
have been obliged to settle at Sam Kong, ten miles dis- 
tant. This new station has quite a number of church 
members, also a chapel. A Chinese house has been fitted 
up as a hospital and dispensary below, while above it is 
arranged for two families. This is the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lingle and Mr. and Mrs. Mackle. A little trouble 
was experienced at Lien Chow during the past summer. 
Mr. Mackle had leased from the Wai Chow guild a lot 
upon which to enlarge the chapel; when the work was half 



55 

<50inpleted the guild interfered, having inserted a fraudu- 
lent clause in the lease, giving the power to recall it at 
pleasure. A mob tore down the building; prompt action 
-on the part of the officials secured full damages, and peace 
was soon restored. 

HAINAN. 

This island was opened to the gospel in 1881 by the 
iself-denying efforts of Mr. C. C. Jerimiassen, laboring at 
liis own expense. By his efficient service at the time of a 
severe epidemic, the way was prepared to secure a site for 
:a hospital and other buildings at Nadoa, 90 miles south of 
Kiung Chau. 

Mr. and Mrs. Melrose are our young, enthusiastic misr 
^ionaries at this place. During the last year a new mission 
liouse has been built here. A plan was made by some evil- 
minded persons to destroy this, the 16th of July being the 
•day appointed, preceded two days by a feast. Each person 
was then to bring a bundle of straw and some kerosene oil, 
with which to fire the building. The plan was discovered 
in time to frustrate the base designs, and the building re- 
mains for future use. The work upon this island is more 
satisfactory than ever. At Kiung Chau, the chief city, 
30,000 students attend the triennial examinations, coming 
from all parts of the island, and at Nam Fung, ten miles 
southwest from Nadoa, during the summer festival hun- 
dreds of people come in contact with gospel truth. Last 
summer the Revs. Noyes, Beattie and Mr. Ooltman made 
it journey overland through the peninsula of Lui Chow, 
walking down the seacoast, crossing the seventeen miles of 
sea in a Chinese boat, and giving our missionaries on the 
island a pleasant visit; having passed through and preached 
in many places never before visited by a white man. 
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CENTBAL CHINA MISSION. 

Peculiar interest has attended the work in this mission 
during the last twelve months, and great solicitude felt for 
our missionaries and schools, hopes and fears alternating* 
It is with devout gratitude to the all-wise Ruler that we 
report the lives of our dear ones have been preserved, and 
the work does not seem to have been seriously injured by 
the exciting disturbances in this Central Mission. The 
missionaries of our Board are located in three cities, Ning- 
po, Shanghai and Suchow. Between Shanghai and Hang- 
chow there are ten walled cities without a missionary; two 
of these have a population of 250,000 and 300,000. For 
this whole region the average is less than one missionary 
for 1,000,000 people. At Ningpo, Mrs. McKee is still 
interested in the Girls' boarding school, as far as her health 
and family duties will permit. She tells a pathetic story 
of an old lady more than seventy -five years old, an invalid 
for many long years, teaching them all a lesson of patience 
and submission to the Father's will. 

Every parent will sympathize with Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Kee when told that they have been obliged to part with 
their two little boys, nine and ten years of age, having to 
send them to Chefoo, 600 miles away, when they most 
need the watchful care of a mother and the tender guid- 
ance of a father. It was a touching incident that the very 
day they were called upon to bid their dear ones farewell^ 
their names were down for prayer on the missionary cal- 
endar. Mrs. Partch has charge of the day schools and 
Bible readers in this city. She speaks of thirteen bright 
little girls in one school who have a wonderful capacity 
for memorizing; one child of seven years reciting thirteen 
chapters of the Gospel of John, at one time. 
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SHANGHAI. 



The Mission Press under the management of Kev. G. 
F. Fitch, has accomplished a most important work during 
the past year, printing nearly 38,000,000 pages of litera- 
ture. A little magazine published here comes to us, called 
" Woman's Work in the Far East." 

In this, questions of importance to the work are dis- 
cussed by the missionaries of the various Boards, such as 
the use of the Romanized Colloquials, ifec. Dr. Mateer has 
issued through the press, his *' Mandarin Lessons "; these 
will be a boon to every student of the language. Dr. 
Farnham has charge of the "Child's Paper" and the 
"Chinese lUnstrated News," as well as the important over- 
sight of religious books ; and Mr. Smith has prepared 
weekly Sunday School Lessons, used by three other 
missions in the city, also by the Methodists and Presby- 
terians in Suchow. 

The South Gate is three and a half miles from the 
Mission Press. The Girls' boarding school here has been 
under the care of Miss Brunton during the year. It is in 
a very flourishing condition ; thirty girls are in the school, 
fourteen of whom are church members. 

At Hongkew, four miles north of the Mission Press, is 
Mrs. Farnham's home, which has been a place of shelter 
for those fleeing from danger. Last year she asked 
especial prayer for a suitable church building at this place. 
The native pastor, Mr. Woo, is now very enthusiastic in 
his eflfbrts to raise money for this purpose, first from the 
Chinese and then from foreigners. There are four day- 
schools in this part of the city. While children are young, 
mixed schools of both boys and girls are not considered 
improper. 

Mrs. Farnham for many years has had the oversight of 
these schools. Two of them are taught by young women 
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who have graduated from the South Gate boarding school. 
In one of these schools is a little lame boy, for whom 
special prayer is asked. He has no father, is very diligent 
and faithful, and excites the sympathy of those 'who know 
him. 

SUCHOW. 

This is a large city in the region where so many riots 
have occurred during the summer, and has itself been the 
scene of excitement and outbreak. Monday, June 8th, the 
Romish Mission was burned at Wuseih, only thirty miles 
away. The news of this riot created intense excitement at 
Suchow, and it was thought best by the U. S. Consul to 
have the women and children removed to Shanghai. The 
day following, the Chang-men chapel in Suchow was 
attacked, and Mr Lyon's chair followed by a crowd shout- 
ing, '' kill the foreign devil.'* The magistrates appeared in 
person, quelled the tumult, dispersed the mob, arrested 
and punished the oflfenderfi. 

There are five chapels here, four in the city and one in 
the country. Mr. and Mrs. Hayes have very courageously 
returned to this place, after enjoying a year of needed rest 
in the United States. 

SHANTUNG MISSION. 

Tungchow College is the educational center of this 
region. A school of six little heathen boys was started in 
1864, by Rev. and Mrs. C. W. Mateer, In 1877, this small 
beginning had grown into a High School, and in 1881 into 
a College, The text books had to be compiled in the Man- 
darin as fast as the classes needed them, often used in manu- 
script until they could be published. A missonary society 
with sixty students as members is connected with the col- 
lege, while the graduates have organized a society for the 
spread of the gospel, each member promising to pay 3000 
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cash (three dollars) yearly. Already a fund of $480 has 
been raised. 

Mrs. Ritchie writes: ''I enjoy my work in the college 
more and more; the language, though difficult, is intensely 
fascinating, and I pursue it with the same zest one would 
read a novel." She gives a graphic description of the exer- 
cises during commencement week, five young men having 
graduated this year. They have adopted the American 
custom of having new suits for the occasion. The dress 
suit of one young man consisted of a long pale blue robe 
with a pink over-garment. She adds, "It would do good 
to the hearts of those who are supporting this college, if 
they could hear these young men in their examinations, 
give clear demonstrations of problems in algebra, trigonom- 
etry, geometry and calculus, and explain experiments in 
physics and chemistry." 

CHEFOO. 

The Board of the Northwest has no missionary here 
now, but we cannot pass by without mentioning the large 
and growing work carried on by Rev. Messrs. Corbett, 
and Geo. S. Hays and their wives. This is the chief 
foreign port of Shantung Province. Itinerating work has 
been done here for more than twenty-five years. In many 
districts there are earnest inquirers who observe the Sabbath 
and seem anxious to know and obey the truth. 

CHINANFU. 

This is the capital of the province, three hundred miles 
south from Pekin. Mrs. Bergen, our missionary here, has 
been very ill during the summer. With great fortitude she 
remained at the station, thus enabling her husband to finish 
his work in the theological class, graduating and ordaining 
the students. 
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The angel of death entered their homej taking their 
little infant son, and the mother gave in tears and pain 
"the flower she most did love." Thirty-eight miles from 
this city is a cluster of eight villages, numbering about two 
thousand people. Here is Mr. Reid's field of labor. Mrs. 
Lane gives an account of a visit to this place in company 
with Mrs. Neal, who soon had a class of women around her. 
Some are very dull ; they have been so long taught " that 
their heads are wooden and their hearts starch." Their 
simple faith is wonderful; their poverty very distressing. 

^ WEI HIEN. 

. One mile from the wall of this large Chinese city is the 
Mission Compound. Here is a little church in which 
preaching is held every Sunday, also the Boys' school and 
dispensary. 

"The people from the city are becoming more friendly ; 
many of the wealthy ones receive treatment. They want 
the foreign medicine, but do not seem to feel the need of 
the ' Great Physician'," is the re])ort of Miss Emma Ander- 
son. Eight counties are reached from this center. Miss 
Anderson's work consists largely in going about from vil- 
lage to village, visiting and talking with the women in their 
own homes. Sometimes her trips are made in a wheel- 
barrow, and sometimes on a donkey, taking bedding and 
necessary food with her. Dr. Brown gives us the pleasing 
information that a new dispensary is being built, adjoining 
the Woman's ward. The present building is not large 
enough to receive both male and female patients. In 
future the woman's part of the medical work will be 
entirely separate. She speaks of the strange custom of the 
Chinese in completely ignoring their wives. They often 
use the salutation "Peace be with you." A man will come 
and say his " father, mother, brothers and sisters wish us 
peace," but you would never know from him that there 
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was such a person in the world as his wife. Dr. Brown 
also gives ns a glimpse of the circumstances which attend 
the practice of medicine. Having been called recently in 
an urgent case to visit a sick woman, she started in the 
afternoon, arriving long after dark. It was bitter cold, 
with nothing but a torch over which to warm her hands. 
She was ushered into a room packed with men, women 
and children, eager to see the foreigner. After their 
curiosity was gratified, poached eggs and tea were served, 
and chopsticks given her to manipulate, while the audience 
observed her with comments on her skill. One woman 
remarking, "that's the way the foreigner eats; [would not 
get enough in ten days at that rate." And finally she had 
to sleep with the patient and three other Chinese women, 
the kang none too inviting. This young doctor, as tenderly 
reared as our own daughters, with as delicate feelings, 
speaking 6f such an experience without a word of com- 
plaint, teaches us that the love of God in the heart leads to 
great sacrifices for His sake. 

Dr. Madge Dickson Mateer went out with Dr. Brown 
and has been very pleasantly associated with her for two 
years. She says, "We feel much encouraged by the 
perfect confidence these people repose in our medical work 
and it is a constant source of surprise to those who under- 
stand the Chinese prejudice that the patient will insist on 
an' operation when told that it may mean death." They 
cannot understand if one blind person can be helped, why 
all blind people can not be made to see. She asks for 
prayer that " We may feel the constant presence of the 
Great Healer." 

Mr. and Mrs. Laughlin are on their way to this 
station, after spending a year of well-earned rest in the 
United States. It is rumored they will try to reopen 
Chining Chow soon. This is the new station from which 
Dr. Hunter and family were driven by a mob last spring. 
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While we are enjoying the annual meeting, their hearts 
are sad with the parting, and their eyes have taken the last 
lingering look of the receding shores, as the vessel is speed- 
ing on its westward voyage. Earnest prayer will be offered 
for them while they may be in " perils of waters, in peiils 
of robbers, in perils by the heathen, in perils in the wilder- 
ness." 

ICHOWFU. 

Last year Mrs. Johnson asked for earnest prayer, "that 
we may be allowed to dwell here in safety," and now she 
writes: "A very thankful community we are for the way 
in which we have been led during the past year." This 
station is an eight days' journey from Wei Hien; it con- 
tains eight missionaries and four children. The Emperor's 
proclamation is posted up in various parts of the city, that 
"we are to be unmolested." 

In September Mr. and Mrs. Johnson and Mr. and Mrs. 
Chalfant spent two weeks in an itinerating trip, visiting 
the farthest station from Ichowf u, 100 miles distant, making 
the journey in wheelbarrows. Mr. Chalfant baptized 12 
persons on this trip, and Dr. Johnson treated four hun* 
dred and fifty patients. 

In Mrs. Chalf ant's sitting room is a large mirror: among 
her Chinese callers not long ago was an old lady who had 
never seen anything foreign. She was much interested 
in looking at her own and Mrs. ChaKant's reflections, finally 
she asked " who that other woman was over there with the 
other baby. " Upon being told it was only their reflections, 
she seemed greatly puzzled and did not recognize anything 
about herself but her walking cane, which she raised and 
lowered several times to make sure it was her's. 

Mrs. Johnson says " pray that these people may leafn 
to look into the mirror of God's truth and realize the 
deformed image that sin has made. " 
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PEKING. 

The most wonderful event which has taken place for 
many years in the Capital of this great Empire, is the 
Koyal Proclamation that our missionaries shall be protect- 
ed. This is virtually an edict in favor of Christianity. 
Mrs. Cunningham writes, "We are in our own home at 
last, and a very sweet home we think it. " 

We are living in the house Mr. and Mrs. Lowrie had 
last year. Mrs. Cunningham is teaching a class of boys 
in singing and calisthenics, besides helping her husband in 
the Boy's Boarding School. 

She has passed the first examination and is busy on the 
second year's work. The most discouraging thing she 
meets with, is the conceit of the Chinese. 

Dr. Sinclair in her usual spirit of self-sacrifice, con- 
tracted small pox while caring for an afflicted child. She 
did not go to the mountains last summer, and during the 
broiling hot days rode on a donkey 45 li (9 miles) to church 
and Sunday School every Sunday, feeling well repaid by 
the imusual attendance of others, which her own presence 
insured. She writes, "I have the cutest little infant class 
from the rough and tumble family off the street. There 
may be Peters and Pauls among them, or gentle, loving 
Johns, but as they gather, thirty or forty strong, they look 
more like typical specimens of future Barabbas. '' During 
the early summer, she in company with others, made a 
visit to the famous I Great Wall and the Ming Tomb. 
Dr. Sinclair writes," We dwell very securely here, feeling 
that the troubles of which we read, relate to some far-off 
land, Russia or Africa, and not to our own fireside. " Here 
in Peking we are as peaceful as a June morning. 

It is true we may wake up some night to find a mob at 
our gates, but a Chinese mob is a poor thing at best, and 
the day will disperse^them. " 

May the time speedily come when of China it will be 
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said, " the glory of the Lord is risen upon thee. " And 
" the Gentiles shall come to thy light, and kings to the 
brightness of thy rising." 

JAPAN. 

Japan, stretching out hands of entreaty for help 
toward better government, better education, and truer 
religious beliefs, has appealed powerfully to the humani- 
tarian and religious sentiment of the age. Church and 
state and school have responded from the Western World, 
and reached out to grasp the hand of the weaker nation. 

KANAZAWA. 

The three schools, children's school, girls' school and 
boys' school, constitute one system aiming each to do a 
distinct work, which combined will furnish a thorough 
school training, from Kindergarten up, for the children of 
Christian families, and all others who choose to come to 
them. Thirty-nine names are now enrolled. 

The children are excellent Bible students, studying 
with much pleasure and passing gratifying examinations 
We hear of several of the children's parents who are 
interested in the Truth. These are visited by one of the 
native teachers, who spends with them what time she can, 
trying to lead them into the light. The fathers of two of 
the children have been received into the church this 
year, and the mothers of these same children are among 
the women who wish to learn of the true way. 

The working society, which was organized last year, 
flourishes and is enjoyed by the pupils. The boys have a 
garden, the proceeds of which are to be devoted to mission 
work. The girls realized from their fancy work between 
six and seven yen, which was given toward rebuilding the 
church. In some respects the Sunday school is perhaps 
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the most important and promii»ing work which is being 
done. In many cases the children have come from the 
very best families in the city, and the ladies in charge 
have tried to use the opportunity afforded of getting in 
with the families by visiting these little ones in their 
homes. It has been well said that "when you lay your 
hand upon a child's head you lay it upon its mother's 
heart." Some mothers' hearts have already been won in 
this way, and we es^pect more in the future. 

Miss Hesser furnishes the following report of the 
Girls' school, together with the Bible Training class and 
the work of the Bible women : 

The Eanazawa Girls' school graduated a class of ten 
girls last year, and they are all doing good work. Two 
are doing Bible work — one in Fukui with Mrs. Fulton, and 
one at Toyama with Mrs. Leonard; three are teaching, 
and the others are still pursuing their studies — some in 
Tokyo, and some in our Bible Training class in our school. 
O Jun San in Toyama writes she cannot express her joy 
in her work. Takeshita San, too, at Fukui, is doing good 
work. 

Six of our boarding pupils confess to have experienced 
a change of heart during the past year, and their lives 
give evidence of such a change, but nearly all of them are 
forbidden to confess Christ by their heathen parents. One 
of these girls recently incurred the anger of her mother by 
refusing to worship an idol. Her father, however, who 
believes in neither Christ nor idols, said that she need not 
worship' the idol, and that she might become a Christian. 

A more recent letter ^ves an account of four of these 
girls receiving baptism, and in letters received from these 
native girls they tell us that their parents' consent was 
brought about by concerted prayer. 

One of these dear girls wrote, speaking of the severe 
sickness of her elder sister, "While she was so sick my 
heart was filled with trouble and sorrow, and I realized 
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more than ever that there Ib no hope and comfort but in 
God, and I prayed to Him and He heard me. One wish 
which I now have is to lead her to my Gk>d. Will yon not 
pray that she and mother will become Ohristians? " 

The school this year opened with the nsnal number, 
fifty, and some new ones have since been added. 

Every letter speaks of the great comfort, convenience 
and beauty of the new building, and thanks are given to all 
those who had a personal interest in pushing the work 
forward. 

It is a pleasure to record the gift of land for the school 
building, with large playground for the girls and the 
teachers' use, enabling them to take exercise without 
going into the streets. This beautiful gift was from the 
brother of our faithful missionary. Miss Shaw, who went 
out to the aid of the Girls' school three years ago. 

The school can now accommodate forty boarders and a 
hundred day-pupils. 

One of the older Christian girls has been elected 
deaconess in the church, which office she fills most 
acceptably. 

The Sabbath school work done by the Christian girls 
of our school will tell on the future growth of the church. 
Every Saturday morning we have a prayer meeting with 
them, and afterwards spend an hour in the study of 
the lesson for the next day; and on Sunday morning 
sixteen girls go oat to teach in nine different schools, and 
in this way over three hundred children are brought under 
Christian instruction every Sunday in Kanazawa. 

The Girls' Christian Association in the school numbers 
thirty-nine members. When the church building was 
destroyed they at once began to earn money to help in 
rebuilding it, and a net result of 50.86 yen bears witness to 
their success. 

The "King's Daughters" organization numbers thirty- 
nine members, who have their meetings twice every month. 
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These meetings are a means of growth in grace to them, 
and here we are often permitted to get a glimpse of their 
inner life of faith and their trials and victories. 

The need for efficient Bible women increases every 
year. The question of how to supply these interior towns 
with trained workers has indeed been a perplexing one. 
To secure workers from Tokyo and other large cities, at 
any price, is most difficult, and has often proved more 
difficult to keep them contented, even at a high salary. 

The only solution of the problem has seemed to be to 
train our own interior workers for the interior fields. 

An unsolicited gift of three hundred dollars came from 
a friend in America for the purchase of a Japanese 
house to be used for the accommodation of such a class. 
Constantly increasing work in the school department, 
sickness and other unlooked-for hindrances prevented the 
formal organization of the class until last year. The class 
began with seven young women; three more have applied 
for entrance. It has been thought best at present to limit 
the class to ten members. 

It is the object of this class to give practical instruction 
in methods of Christian work, and as far as possible the 
members of the class are expected during the two years> 
study to take an active part in Sabbath school teaching,, 
assisting in woman's meetings and house-to-house visitation 
in and around Kanazawa, and when they have finished the 
course of study to go out into the surrounding cities as 
bible readers. 

The woman's work in Toyama is moving on steadily. 
The two bible readers there are earnest and faithful and are 
doing a quiet but important work, visiting from house to 
house and carrying on a school of about a dozen scholars, 
through whom they secure entrance to many homes. They 
have three and four meetings every week, besides g(»ing out 
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to the towns and villages around, where thej have 
interesting meetings. 

Our mission force the past year in Eanazawa has been 
Mrs. Thomas C. Winn, who went out fourteen years ago; 
Miss Mary K. Hesser, who after ten years of unremitting 
and successful labor is taking her needed and well-deserved 
rest in this country; Mrs. Marshall C. Hayes, Mrs. A. G. 
Taylor, Miss Kate Shaw and Miss Cora Lafferty. 

OSAKA. 

Osaka, with its estimated population of 600,000, though 
second in actual numbers, is the first in commercial 
importance in Japan. 

Railroad and steamship lines now make the entire island 
accessible. 

The promise of this field is wonderful. While in other 
parts of the empire the opposition to the work has assumed 
the form of open violence, nowhere in this territory has 
this been the case. On the contrary there has been unusual 
willingness on the part of these people to give the gospel 
a respectful hearing. Of course the work has felt the effect 
of the political excitement of last year, but it is rather along 
the line of indiflBrence to religion. 

Miss Garvin, who is giving her whole time to evangel- 
istic work, writes, "Out of some hundred visits made, there 
were but three where the workers were not welcomed for 
their work's sake." 

Her report in and about Kokura is no less encouraging. 
The Kokura church was organized last April with a 
membership of twenty-five. A week earlier a neat little 
chapel was dedicated, one-half of the cost of which was 
raised by the Christians themselves, and their friends, about 
twenty dollars being contributed by a man who is himself 
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not a Christian. They now have Mr. H. Aoyama, a last 
year's graduate from McOormick Seminary in Chicago, 
as their pastor. 

Miss Grarvin writes from Kokura: " Four months were 
spent in Koknra. At the beginning of this time there 
were four women attending service. Now there are eighteen 
or twenty. Many inquirers came to the house. Among 
the most earnest were some young men who will doubtless 
soon seek for baptism. 

Work is being done in Yamagawa, Kokura, Wakamatsu, 
Knrume and Odzu, on the island of Shikoku, and Banshu, 
Komagabayashi, Hyogo, Sakai and Osaka, on the main 
island. This represents a sole membership of eight hundred 
and twenty-six (826). 

It would be interesting to our home churches to see 
these little companies of believers spurring one another on 
to good works, although the Lord has given many of them 
no shepherd to lead them. The Yamagawa people have 
built them a new church during the year, and the Banshu 
Christians, aided by the mission, have bought themselves 
a house of worship. 

In the city of Osaka four new preaching stations have 
been opened during the past thirteen months. Two of 
them merely change in locality and two are entirely new. 
All these places have had one preaching service during the 
week and two have had services twice. Three of the. four 
have had Sunday school in connection with them. All of 
these services have had an encouraging attendance. 

The ladies engaged in the educational work in Osaka 
have had a busy and interesting year. 

They write: "Our numbers have not been large. We 
believe, however, that the work done directly and indirectly 
by this school for the cause of Christianity, has been con- 
siderable. Fifteen of our girls are Christians. The older 
classes have done good work in Bible study, and we trust 
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that this knowledge will be used in winning souls to Christ. 
Their prayer meetings have been regularly kept up during 
the year, and they have been very faithful in their Mis- 
sionary Society. 

They also have done a good deal of practical missionary 
work. From nine to twelve of them have given regular 
assistance in Sunday-schools and other work for children 
in the neighborhood. One girl played the organ for the 
North church Sunday morning services, and another for 
the Sunday-school at the same place. 

Several of the girls expect to organize Sunday-schools 
at their homes this summer. 

Miss Alice Haworth, in addition to her work in the 
Girls' school has, with the aid of two Japanese helpers, 
taught two day-schools. Tliese have had an average at- 
tendance of forty, almost all from unbelieving homes. 

These schools for children, with two Sunday-schools, 
having an average attendance of eighty from the same kind 
of homes, have made up a part of her routine duties during 
the year. The children are taught practical work, and as 
they become proficient, they sell their productions and buy 
their own materials. An entertainment was given at the 
close of the year, to which their parents were invited. 

The cordial thanks of these parents for the work done 
for their children, and the urgent requests that Miss 
Haworth visit them in their own homes, more than repaid 
her, she thinks, for her labor of love. 

The prayer offered "that these missionaries might have 
that degree of visible success that they might not become 
discouraged, and might not be so successful that they would 
not feel their dependence upon the Almighty arm," has 
surely been answered. 

KOBE. 

The work in Kobe shows progress during the year. 
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Additions by baptism and otherwise have increased the 
nnmber of Presbyterians connected with the work to about 
fifty, twice the number reported the year before. Mrs. 
Haworth writes of a class of young men to whom she is 
giving instruction on the Gospel of John. 

A Bible woman is doing good work among the women 
and in the Sunday schools. 

A Sunday school has been started by a native evangel- 
ist and the Bible women, in a small town two and one- 
half miles from Kobe, with an attendance of forty children. 

KYOTO. 

While Kyoto has not presented the same grounds for 
encouragement that were so marked during last year, they 
write that the work is making real progress, and that a 
new preaching place has recently been opened. During 
Mr. and Mrs. Porter's absence in this country, the work 
was left in the hands of Dr. Hearst, and sickness coming 
to himself and family necessited his leaving for Kobe for 
medical treatment. 

The obstacles have been serious. The people are the 
most bigoted Buddhists to be found anywhere, with the 
single exception of Tsuruga. The Buddhist priests have 
forbidden the children to attend the Sunday school. Our 
missionaries have tried to obviate this difficulty by talking 
to the children in the streets, as much and as quietly 
as possible, and have at last s\icceeded in winning their 
respect and friendly attention. Mrs. Porter is longing to 
return to her work. Okabi San, her Bible helper, has been 
doing all she conld, but Mr. and Mrs. Porter are sadly 
needed. 

Mrs. Porter writes: *^Two letters from our Japanese 
friends, and one from Mrs. Alexander, say, ' Do not wait 
until spring, but hasten — the King's work demands haste!' 
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How our hearts respond to this call ! " May her health be 
soon restored for the return. 

TSURUOA. 

Tsuruga has been greatly tried by persecution. The 
evangelist there was prosecuted on the false charge of 
having beaten a boy. Our Christian brother stood his 
irial and came out victorious. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sukurai are brave and devoted workers, 
and will stand their ground against the wiles of the 
Buddhist priests. These priests incite the people against 
Christianity, getting them to promise — sometimes even 
writing their names in blood — that they will have no 
dealings with the Christians. 

However, persecution is already beginning to have its 
reward, and there is now a great deal of interest in 
Christianity manifested by those who like to see fair play, 
and no doubt in time much fruit will be garnered. 

YAMAOUCHI. 

This station has under its care six full-fledged out- 
stations. 

Twenty-six additions during the year mark the progreLS 
of the church at Yamaguchi, which now numbers about 
one hundred members. 

A preaching place has recently been opened in another 
part of the city with two weekly services. 

A short time ago, a meeting was held for preaching by 
the opponents of Christianity, but though the heathen 
make common cause when they assemble against the Lord 
of heaven, on this occasion they could not agree among 
themselves. A quarrel arose, and became so violent that 
the police had to interfere. 
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The charch shows signs of healthy growth ; large 
attendance on regular services ; harmony among Christians; 
constant apjdicants for baptism ; and a really persistent 
effort to do more towards self-support. Besides the 
weekly prayer meeting at the church, meetings for 
nnbelievers are held at the houses of Christians twice in 
the week. 

The women's work is especially encouraging and 
hopeful. The school was opened in the face of bitter 
opposition on the part of a man high in educational circles 
in Yamaguchi, who visited private families to dissuade 
them from sending their girls to the school. Mrs. Ayres 
writes: "We feel that we have reason to think that God 
has signally blessed ns in enabling us to close our school 
for vacation after only six months work, with eighteen 
self-supporting scholars in attendance." A single lady is 
greatly needed, and no doubt will soon be sent to take 
charge of this school. Mr. Ayres writes: "The chief 
attraction of this work arises from the character of the 
people. In intellect and progressive ideas, they are 
unsurpassed by those of any other province in Japan. 
The leading Cabinet officers of the empire for the last 
twenty years have come from this place." 

Mrs. Ayres gives a description of a meeting held at 
Mitajira, thirteen miles distant, the seaport of Yamaguchi. 

The missionary sent out the " town crier," who claps 
together two pieces of wood to attract attention as he stops 
in front of the houses, and in a high voice, with inflections 
that are simply kidicrons, gives notice of them to the 
inhabitants. 

The meetings there have been well attended, and no 
opposition manifested, which seems strange, since this is 
the "Sacred Island" whose temples are visited by so 
many pilgrams from many regions. 

On the top of the highest mountain, for many years 
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stood a temple whose sacred fire is said to liaye been 
kindled when the founder of Buddhism first came to 
Japan. A few jears ago, this temple bnriied down, but 
though nothing else was saved, the same fire which has 
never been allowed to go out, was carried carefally outside, 
and we saw it when we ascended the mountain top two 
years ago. 

TOKYO. 

MEIJI GAKU-IN. 

Three students are supported by our Northwest Board 
in this Bchool-r-a Theological and boys' school combined. 

In view of the demand for educated Japanese ministers 
to become pastors over the native churches which have 
been rapidly organized, and for evangelistic work, this 
school is of the greatest importance, and worthy of gener- 
ous support. 

Nineteen were graduated from the Theological depart- 
ment last year — the largest class in its history. 

The Academic department had a roll of ninety-three 
students for the year. 

Their library comprises between seven and eight 
thousand volumes. A gift of 700 volumes was received 
last year from one who has recently passed into the better 
land — the Bev. Charles K. Imbrie, D.D. 

The earthquake in Japan, which occurred early in the 
morning of the 28th of October, extended over thirty-one 
provinces, and a perceptible disturbance was felt 400 miles 
from the earthquake centre. It is said to be by far the 
most severe modern earthquake — even worse than that of 
Lisbon. We are glad to record that not a missionary of 
our Board, nor of any other, was killed or seriously injured. 
In many instances, their escape seems wonderful. The 
terrible loss and suffering called out the sympathies of 
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both the miBfiionariea and the native OhristianB to an 
unmiial extent. 

The OhrietianB seem to be moved by a desire to show 
that the love aboat which they talk so much is not a 
mere empty sound, but a living reality. In this way, it 
may be God will nse this most appalling calamity to 
quicken the faith and zeal of His followers, and also to 
attract the thoughts of unbelieviers to Himself and His 
salvation. 

KOREA. 

We regret that Mrs. Underwood has been obliged on 
account of ill health to return from Korea, and we hope 
that her stay in the home land may be everything she 
desires. 

Although Mrs. Underwood herself has not been able to 
engage in public speaking, Mr. Underwood has thoroughly 
magnetized many audiences and has enlisted several 
workers for his mission field. 

Miss Sus€m Doty is working bravely in the Girls' 
school, which is steadily progressing. She writes that the 
little girls are very nice, only just naughty to be interesting 
— about half of them are over ten years of age, the rest are 
younger. Chowgu, who watf the oldest pupil, is married 
and is now in the school, teaching the Korean written 
language. She also studies and teaches the Bible. 

The Christmas time was very pleasant, the children all 
had presents, some of them given by friends there. One 
gentleman in the political circle sent a large amount of 
candy, and another friend gave each of the girls a bright 
new waist, better than she had ever had before. The 
magic lantern sent out by the Nebraska ladies is a source 
of great pleasure. Miss Doty says: "It is all just right. 
The lantern does beautifully and the selection of slides is 
a good one." 
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While the mission was on the mduntains during 
August there were many opportunities of presenting 
Christ as a Savior to the poor old ignorant men and 
women who came in f rpm the country to see the mission- 
aries. Miss Doty, writes: "As one of our number told 
them of Jesus, the look that came over the face of one, I 
can describe in no other way than by the passage, * Who 
shall deliver me from the body of this death ?' " 

Korea has been called the Infant Mission, and we 
rejoice that the vigorous cries for help are meeting with 
such hearty response. 

Dr. and Mrs. Brown went out late last fall. Dr. Brown 
is a brother of our Dr. Mary Brown in Wei Hien, China. 

Miss Victoria C. Arbuckle is under appointment by the 
Assembly's Board to> assist Miss Doty. She is a sister of 
Mrs. Iddings, in Guatemala. 

Besides these there is quite a delegation from McOor- 
mick Seminary who expect to sail in August. 
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REPORTS OF SYNODICAL SECRETARIES. 



COLORADO. 

MRS. E. P. WELLS. 



The number of members and amount of contributions 
as given in our statistioal report, when compared with the 
reports of other Synods, may cause the hasty observer to 
regard our work as of slight importance, but if it is 
remembered that only thirty-four years ago savage Indians, 
buffalo and coyotes held undisputed possession of this 
entire region, and that now the greater number of our 
churches are dependent upon the Home Mission Board, 
and their members are doing pioneer work, it will be seen 
that our missionary societies are still laying foundations. 

The annual Synodical Meeting held last October in 
Aspen, was not largely attended by delegates, owing to the 
great expense of the journey, but the interest was marked. 

Each of the presbyterial societies reported an increase 
of contributions, showing that the effort for the 20 per 
cent, increase asked for was being made. 

As it is too early for full returns from the spring 
presbyteriJal meetings, we refer to the statistical reports 
for facts as to membership and contributions. 

We hear, incidentally, of the excellent annual meeting 
of Pueblo Presbyterial Society, held at Gafion City, with 
fine addresses and a large collection. Special gifts that 
have usually come into their reports, that were lacking 
this year owing to removals, being almost equaled by an 
increase of gifts in some societies. 

Through the year, we have, heard good news of the 
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work in Botilder presbytery; one society had increased its 
gifts 150 per cent., other societies 50 and 30 per cent. 

The annual meeting of Denver presbytery was held at 
Idaho Springs. The reports showed an increase of gifts 
and growth in interest. Two new societies had been 
organized. 

From Gunnison presbytery we hear of four new 
flourishing organizations. They have as yet no presby- 
terial society. 

Pueblo and Denver presbyteries have now separate 
organizations for Home and Foreign Work. We have 
adopted a suggestion from our Home Mission workers, 
and appointed a " Secretary of Literature " and a ^' Band 
Secretary ' ' in each presbyterial society. 

Greater prominence has been given to literature the past 
year. The number of magazines taken has more than 
doubled. 

The leaflets have been used with excellent effect in 
adding to the interest of meetings. One society attributes 
a large increase of gifts to their judicious use. Another 
society attached an interesting leaflet, by a bow of narrow 
ribbon, to each of their programmes for annual presby- 
terial meeting. 

We would like to testify to the value of the Historical 
Sketches, and the Question Book series, published by 
our Board. These seem to be a step in the directioii of a 
systematic course of study in missionary literature, which 
we believe to be very much needed, and hope will soon be 
arranged by some of our talented women. 

It seems a special providence that Miss Mary Oort 
should return to her Colorado home at a time when her 
help was so much needed, not only in that home, but also 
in awakening and cultivating an interest in Foreign 
Missions among the churches of this- region. Th^e is 
already abundant testimony to the value of her n^ork in 
the reviving of societies that were counted as dead. 
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Those in Denver who have been privileged to meet 
Miss Emilie Thomson of Beirut, Syria, have been delighted 
by her rare cultivation of mind and heart, and her interest- 
ing maimer of portraying oriental ciJ^nxs and scenes. 
But at present, her need of entire rest is so imperative 
that her strength ought not to be taxed. Her father. Dr. 
W. M. Thomson, author of "The Land and The Book," 
honored everywhere for many years of missionary service 
in Syria, is spending the bright sunset of his life with his 
children in Denver. He is one of those rare saints whose 
faces shine, and his influence radiates from the upper 
chamber, where though " shut in," he still has a keen 
interest in all that relates to the coming of the Kingdom. 

Throughout the Synod, our ladies are becoming much 
interested in our own special missionaries, who have been 
assigned to us by the Board — Mrs. E. G. Ritchie of TuDg- 
chow, China, and Mrs. Dr. Porter of Kyoto, Japan. 

We are anticipating much pleasure In a visit from Mr. 
and Mra Porter, on their way to Japan. 

Dr. Arthur Mitchell's addresses at Synod and in our 
Denver churches; cheering words from Mrs. Mitchell; a 
visit from the Misses Gait, en route to Siam; Miss Jewett's 
meetings with our ladies; earnest Foreign Missionary 
sermons from our pastors, and helpful letters and sugges- 
tions from outvalued leaders at "Boom 48," are among 
the good things of the past year that lead us to thank God 
and take courage. 

We could wish that christians in Home Mission 
parishes all over our land, who feel that they have so 
much to do in their own churches that they cannot work 
for Foreign Missions, could have heard Dr. Kirkwood, our 
superintendent of Home Missions, speak, in presbyterial 
meeting, of the value of a missionay society to a feeble 
-church. He said that he always advises a new church, 
however weak, to organize a missionary society, for nothing 
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will so surely develop their spiritual energies or be so 
helpful to tiie growth of the church. 

If all christians could realise that the study of mission 
fields and earnest prayers for a blessing on missionary 
effort are as important as gifts of money, how greatly 
would our ranks be increased, and how surely would our 
gifts be multiplied! 



ILLINOIS.

While we of Illinois Synodical Society are unable 
to put on record the lai^e, round sum of money for which 
we have aimed, or to speak of the perfection for which we 
have longed, we do believe this has bees a good year 
for Illinois — a year of determined and faithful effort on 
the part, at* least, of our devoted presbyterial officers. 
There has been also united and definite prayer for our 
missionaries and for ourselves, as workers, including all 
the good women of our Church not actively enlisted for 
missions. Indiana and Illinois, on one day of each week, 
together ask God's blessing upon the work in the two 
States, for our home land and heathen lands. The ladies 
of Joliet kindly and beautifully entertained our Synodical 
Society last October. Each presbyterial society was rep- 
resented. Both home and foreign missionary days were 
duly observed, while through it all the work appeared as 
one — so beautiful was the harmony and so undivided the 
real heart-thought. Before giving our figures and final 
result as a whole, we will hear from our eleven '^ branches'' 
in "severalty." Alton presbyterial society shows an 
increase in interest, in spite of afalling-off here and there. 
They have Mission Bands and contributing Christian* 
Endeavor societies, of which they are proud. The little 
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children and the young people do earnest work and give 
excellent reports at their presbyterial meetings. Their 
last annaal meeting was warm-hearted and stirring to an un- 
usual degree. A gain in contributions for this year of $193. 

Bloomington presbyterial society. Sickne£|s and death 
here as elsewhere have hindered the work. They have, 
however, made an encouraging advance in ways that can- 
not be measured by money considerations, and in the actual 
fact of twelve new sources of supply in Auxiliary Bands 
and Christian Endeavor societies. Increased intelligence, 
spiritual growth, and in many quarters missionary enthus- 
iasm ; in a group of young girls a gain in money of 100 
per cent. Their presbyterial meeting of April 13th brings' 
us their latest news of a growing zeal and a larger love. 
An increase in gifts to the amount of $558. 

Cairo presbyterial society has gained three auxiliaries, 
twenty-one bands and in the number of magazines taken, 
both "Woman's Work" and '^Children's Work," with 
some increase as well in contributions. 

The reports of Chicago presbyterial auxiliaries to their 
officers are not quite complete, Mrs. Farwell's accounts 
showing a larger sum than the presbyterial treasurer's 
books. This is due to the fact that some auxiliaries send 
funds directly to Boom 48. A legacy last year of $4,500, 
not duplicated this year, makes a difference in Chicago's 
total. But the secretary writes, " We feel that our key- 
note gives not one sound of discouragement." Three new 
auxiliaries and ninety-two added copies of *' Woman's 
Work" tell of substantial eiflfort put forth in order to attain 
a result so pleasing. 

Freeport sends news from last week's presbyterial meet- 
ing. A large attendance. A good meeting. Their splen- 
did increase of $657 over last year's contributions speaks 
for itself. 

Mattoon's cheering report is, "Advance all along the 
line." An encouraging increase in copies of "Woman's" and 
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"Children's Work." Gifts of $178 more than last year. 
Here, as in other presbyteries, many who take "The Mis- 
sionary Beview" or "Church at Home and Abroad" do 
not take the organ of our Woman's Board. 

Prom Ottawa's presbyterial meeting of April 12th we 
get the same refreshing news as from all our meetings of 
this spring. Unusual interest. Thank-oflferings from the 
auxiliaries. Beports from Mission Bands by delegates and 
by letter, with a beautiful exercise by children. Not more 
than twenty churches compose Ottawa's presbytery, but 
good to behold! from out their twenty churches they 
report twenty-five auxiliaries and bands, a large increase 
in number of "Woman's" and "Children's Work," and no 
real falling off in contributions. 

Peoria's presbyterial secretary, with gratitude to God^ 
reports a gain in gifts of $253.59, a little more than ten 
per cent, increase. This, with the hope and expectation of 
"abounding more and more." A gain in copies of 
"Woman's Work," also in contributing Sabbath school and 
Christian Endeavor societies. A presbyterial meeting April 
13th of real interest — much prayer and consequently of a 
beautiful and blessed spirit throughout the day. "The 
Little Owls," of Canton, in this presbytery, thus far have 
reached three times the twenty per cent. gain. Their 
mothers of Canton, in their eagerness to help on the 
"advance," sent money four times in one quarter ! 

Bock Biver's presbyterial officers with gladness find on 
their books a gain of $213, of six in auxiliaries and 
bands, a gain, also, in copies of "Woman's Work." 
They are not content with this, but long for more and 
better things. The secretary says, "to her the auxiliary 
reports are eloquent ! They are instinct with life, energy^ 
love and sacrifice. None of these qualities can be 
computed as are the figures." 

Schuyler. All reports show growth and progress, 
spiritually and financially. Gain in "Woman's Work'* 
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and "Children'a Work," and in gifts to the amount 
of $92.64 In their presbyterial meeting April 13th the 
sweet and blessed presence of our risen and glorified 
Savior, this His own -Spirit, and the Spirit of God, 
Schuyler society and four others, meeting on the same 
day, mutually and unitedly remembered each other in five 
minutes of noontide prayer — including prayer for our 
synodical missionaries, Mrs. Brashear and Mrs. Cunning- 
ham. 

Springfield. It is past our power to tell in so short a 
space of the blessedness of their presbyterial meeting 
April 13th. We are not surprised that they speak of the 
almost visible presence of the Holy Spirit when we learn 
how they have abounded in the grace of giving, and of the 
careful, prayerful preparation of their programme. They 
dedicated to the missionary-work the dear daughter of 
Rev. Dr. and Mrs. Johnson, of Springfield. Mrs. Johnson, 
herself, along with Mrs. Gait and Mrs. Lennington, were 
present, making them rich in a trio of missionary mothers. 
They were happy in an address from Mr. Graham Lee. 
They have made a large gain in "Woman's Work," and 
an increase in gifts of $775.54

INDIANA.

For the first time in many years, at least, Indiana's 
report is incomplete. Two of the presbyterial societies 
have failed to send in their reports in time, and by many 
of the secretaries only bare statistics have been given. 
Never having served on the reportorial staff of a news- 
paper, I find myself unable to make " bricks without 
straw." All of the total must be taken as approximate. 
Judging from the figares we have, however, Indiana 
has not fallen behind her past record, and we can hope to 
report an increase when all the items are in. 

Should the delayed reports from the two presbyterial 
societies equal those of last year, we will find an increase 
in membership of 203, in Young Ladies' societies six, in 
contributions of $600.00. Our subscription list to 
" Woman's Work" has increased by forty. We will hope 
that the actual facts really out-do these calculations. 

The spring meetings, so far as heard from, have been 
full and enthusiastic. 

During March, the Synodical officers, with some of the 
presbyterial officers, met in Indianapolis to confer with 
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regard to some measures to be submitted to the presby- 
terial societies for their consideration. No report of their 
action had been received, but should these measures have 
been adopted, we can but feel assured that a marked progress 
will be made during the coming year. One of the most 
prominent suggestions looked toward a plan by which a 
"special agent" should be engaged to keep the cause 
before the eyes of individual members, by visitation 
throughout the State, and all of the suggestions tended 
toward uniformity and regularity of work among the 
societies. 

Our Synodical meeting was held last October in Wabash, 
and many topics of profit were discussed. We had with 
us Mrs. Newton of India, Mrs. Porter of Japan, and the 
Bev. Thos. Marshall. The assistance of such consecrated 
workers must surely always be felt. One feature of the 
meeting was the papers in memory of our Home and 
Foreign workers who had " entered into rest " during the 
year. Of these, Mrs. Loughmiller, of New Albany, and 
Mrs. Ames, of Crown Point, were presbyterial officers. 

This year Mrs. A. Y. Moore, our Synodical President, 
felt it necessary to lay aside the burden of office-bearing, 
and her duties and honors have been laid upon Mrs. D. B. 
Wells of Fort Wayne, whose name and presence is familiar 
to many workers. 

Our motto for the year had been, " Let this mind be in 
you which was in Christ Jesus." What was the mind of 
Christ? How can we make it our own, and how best give 
expression to our understanding of it? The " mind which 
was in Christ Jesus, who being equal with God, yet 
emptied himself, taking the form of a servant." Service, 
then, humble, self-denying service for our f ellow-beings, is 
the best expression of the Christ-love we can hope to give. 
A life of service toward those, immediately around us* 
indeed, but bounded by no horizon, circumscribed by no 
wall of caste or race distinction, this service must reach all 
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for whom Christ's last prayer was uttered: "For them 
also which shall believe on Me through their word, that they 
all may be one." There can be no great, no real success 
in our Foreign missionary work unless there be olose 
following of Christ at home. So close a following that 
there shall be a feeling of actual, personal friendship for 
the world for which " He laid down His life." Looking 
forward to the future, rather than at the past, for the ful- 
fillment of the promises which are sure, let us press 
forward. The past is gone, but the present urges us all to 
holy consecration, while through the mist of the future 
shines the steady light of God's promise. " He shall give 
the heathen for his inheritance, and the uttermost parts of 
the earth for his possession," and in the reflection from 
this light may we not work with new endeavor and higher, 
stronger purpose in the cause of " Him whose we are, and 
whom we try to serve." 



IOWA.

In presenting the annual report for Iowa we feel that 
while we may not have come up to the full measure of re- 
sponsibility and privilege which we might have had, still 
we are able to tell of an advance in most of our presbyteries 
and along all lines of work, and so are led to exclaim, 
"hitherto hath the Lord helped and brought us." 

Again we take pleasure in announcing that one of 
Iowa's daughters. Miss Leinbach, has gone during the 
year with the "good news" to a foreign land, Persia, and 
the assumption of her salary by one of our presbyteries 
lays upon them the rare privilege of looking upon her as 
their very own. With the rare privilege we are sure has 
come the rare blessing which follows such earnest effort. 
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The appeal sent out by the Board for an increase of 
ten per cent in our gifts was sent to all our auxiliaries, 
supplemented by a loving, earnest appeal from our Pres- 
ident. 

We announce our gift for this year to be $7,236.06, an 
increase over last year's amount of $482.05. We trust the 
next few months will greatly add to our gifts. 

When the request came to our executive committee that 
we pledge ourselves for the $1,000 needed to build a house 
for Dr. and Mrs. Ewing, of Lahore, India, the Synodical 
and presbyterial officers responded earnestly and enthus- 
iastically to the request, and with a hearty cooperation in 
TDehalf of the women of Iowa, assumed this as our own 
special work for the year, deeming it a privilege to con- 
tribute in this way to the health and comfort of one of our 
missionary families. 

Without doubt there has been an honest effort to do all 
that could be done for this work, and in the first six 
months of the year we are able to record, so far as reported, 
$604.63, more than half the required amount. 

The special work for the children, for Yamaguchi, has 
not brought as liberal a response as we had hoped, only 
$228.54 having been reported for that object. 

We welcome to our band of workers sixteen women's 
societies and thirty-seven organizations for young people 
and children. 

We note a slight advance in the number of our women's 
societies, and a marked advance in the number of Young 
People's Societies of Christian Endeavor, organized and 
contributing to our funds. 

In the number of children's organizations there seems 
to be a falling-off in membership, but this does hot seem 
discouraging when we know that some of these are being 
merged into the Young People's Societies of Christian 
Endeavor, and in part accounts for the large increase in 
the latter, noted above. They are not falling "out of 
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line," we trust, but simply transferring their work into 
this channel. 

Special efforts, in behalf of new organizations for both 
women and children, have been put forth by Synodical as 
well as presbyterial officers. Also in behalf of an increase 
in the circulation of our literature. Circular-letters, 
pressing these matters upon all of those who were in need 
of suggestions, were sent out in December and January. 

So far we have been able to record small visible results, 
but we trust that He who knoweth "the end from the 
beginning" sees much good to result from this effort not 
yet revealed to us. 

Our presbyterial officers have been zealous in every 
way to create and promote a deeper interest within their 
bounds. A number report praise-meetings as being held 
in almost all of their auxiliaries. One secretary writes: 
"Praise-meetings have been held in several societies, and 
they all testify to the helpfulness of such a meeting, 
spiritually and financially. We find our women so much 
more ready to take part in the leading of the meetings than 
they were." 

Another sends this word: "Our annual meeting was 
well attended and there was more earnestness manifested 
than I have ever seen, and a determination to do better for 
the Master than ever in our history." 

Another quotes from reports from her local societies 
as follows : " Never were so blessed before." " This is the 
best year in every way." "Held eight meetings and four 
prayer-meetings." "Promise better things next year." 
" Interest does not wane." 

We had the presence of a returned missionary in each 
of five presbyterial meetings during the year, which was 
something rather unusual and worthy of mention. 

Our Synodical meeting, held in Boone, October 15th, 
was well attended, interesting and profitable. The absence 
of our loved secretary, who has served so long and faith- 
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fully, and who has stimulated and helped in these meet- 
ings from year to year, was deeply felt by all. 

We were privileged to be addressed in this meeting by 
two of Iowa's adopted daughters — the first two who were 
commissioned to go from this State with the message of 
salvation to a heathen world. Miss Mary Jewett, of Persia, 
spoke to us of her work among the heathen sisters there, 
and Miss Mary Pratt gave us incidents from her work in 
India. 

As we looked into the faces of these consecrated 
workers we could not but feel with the apostle, "Behold, 
we count them happy which endure." 

As we separated, each to go to her individual place and 
work, it seemed to be the determination of all to carry a 
portion of the blessing back to their fellow-helpers in the 
work. 

Thus we close another record. Let us all be stimulated 
in the future by the promise, " They that be wise shall 
shine as the brightness of the firmament ; and they that 
turn many to righteousness, as the stars forever and ever." 



MICHIGAN.

Another year's campaign passes into history. The 
Michigan department of the grand army of mission 
workers of the Northwest falls into line for the annual 
review. Lamenting the loss, and missing the excellent 
service of some of our valued leaders who have answered 
the '* roll call of heaven," we rejoice and thank God for 
the resei-ved corps, where have been found those capable 
and worthy to be promoted to important places otherwise 
vacant. 

But how incomplete and inefficient must be any army 
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with officers only! Much of any success which we have 
been able to achieve, is largely due to the unflagging zeal, 
increasing interest, and indomitable energy of the rank 
and file in the great host of women who are publishing the 
Word. 

Do we value as we ought, the quiet, steady, and always 
ready helpers, forming the different companies of this 
great army? Who can count the unrecorded efforts, 
prayers, and self-denials, or measure their influence in 
winning the victory? Without them, would not defeat or 
disastrous failure be written over our best endeavors? 

As death, old age or invalidism removes the veterans, we 
must look to the young people now in training to recruit 
our ranka With what hopefulness do we thus look, when 
so many are already found who are worthy of high com- 
mendation for their intelligent interest and manifest 
enthusiasm in the good worL 

We heartily commend the example of some of our 
presbyterial societies in always giving a place in their 
programmes to the young people, and fully believe that one 
hour so appropiated will add to the society, and profitable 
pleasure of these all-important meetings, and thus early 
train and accustom the future veterans to the familiar and 
effective use of all the armor needed in the goodly war- 
fare. 

If enthusiasm be contagious — and who does not believe 
it is, what happy transformations might we not expect in 
the monthly concert of the church, if more frequently the 
fresh, faith-inspiring enthusieusm of the younger element 
of the congregation was sought and welcomed? 

At our Synodical meeting in October last, the request 
of this Board, that our Synod raise $1,79() for the Q-irls' 
school building at Kanazawa, Japan, was received and 
considered with feelings of mingled doubt and fear, lest 
for lack of information needed to inspire interest in the 
object and an appreciation of the needs, we should fail in 
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granting your request. We, however, resolved to attempt 
it. The sum was divided into shares of $10 each, and 
allotted to the different presbyterial societies. 

The officers of all the auxiliary societies, circles and 
bands, as well as all the pastors of our churches, and the 
superintendents of our Sabbath schools, were sought to be 
reached by the circulation of 1500 Synodical letters. 
These efforts bore fruit, but up to this time not so much 
as we desired and hoped for. Two presbyterial societies^ 
Grand Bapids and Flint, raised more than they were 
assessed for, and most of those, yet short have planned 
and are working to reach full success before the close of 
the Synodical year. 

Several interesting incidents connected with this si)ecial 
work are reported by presbyterial secretaries. One speaks 
of some society so interested in Kanazawa, that although 
they have raised already all that was asked of them, they 
wish to continue contributing for that enterprise till the 
entire amount is realized. Another speaks of the fact that 
she is unable to keep that school out of her mind. The 
members of some bands planned to earn the money for 
their share of the work. One band, by one week of self- 
denial, replenished its treasury by nearly $22. 

The presbyterial meetings just held are reported to 
have been largely attended, and in interest to have been 
quite up to the average. Several inspiring praise-meetings 
are also reported. 

An increased number of Christian Endeavor societies 
rei)ort their offerings through our presbyterial treasurers, 
and efforts are being made to induce still others to do so. 

Intelligence from the work and workers abroad has 
been disseminated throughout our Synod by the monthly 
visitation of 535 copies of " Woman's Work for Woman," 
and 556 copies of " Children's Work for Children." As 
to the stimulating influence of a wider circulaticm of these 
valuable periodicals, one presbyterial secretary expresses 
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her belief that if those not now reading " Woman's Work 
for Woman " conld be induced to read it carefully through 
for six successive months, they would be unwilling there- 
after to be without it Another suggests and predicts that 
if a given number of ladies, however uninterested in 
Foreign Missions, could be persuaded to spend ten minutes 
a week for one year in reading from " Woman's Work," 
the result would be that the membership of the missionary 
society would be increased by such number, but no longer 
uninterested, and quotes the admonition of Paul to 
Timothy, to " stir up the gift which is in thee " as being 
equally applicable to us. With this exegesis, " Stir up 
the gift which is in thee,*' not the gift you may toish you 
had, not the gift your neighbor may have, but the one you 
already possess. 

Some one has said : " I am only one, but I am one ; I 
cannot do everything, but I can do something; what I can 
do I ought to do, and by the grace of God I will do!" 
These suggestions are good to experiment with. Ought 
our efforts to be gauged by our interest or inclinations, or 
rather by our obligations? 

PBESBYTERIAL SOCIETY PARAGRAPHS. 

Detroit. There are fifty-seven societies and bands in 
this presbytery, each of about equal numbers, besides six 
Sabbath schools, and a few Christian Endeavor societies 
that are auxiliary to the presbyterial society. Two 
societies and four bands have been organized during the 
year, and two have disbanded. Twenty-two societies and 
sixteen bands have contributed to the Kanazawa School 
Building Fund. 

The membership of the society at Tpsilanti are pledged 
for two cents a week extra this year. A lady of that society 
has assumed, for a term of years, the support of a mission- 
ary and his family in India. Medical work, under the 
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care of Dr. Mary Brown of Wei Hien, China, is taken as a 
part of the regular work of the presbyterial society. 

Miss Dean, one of the four missionaries under its care, 
and the first missionary adopted by the Board of the 
Northwest, after twenty-four years of most efficient and 
priceless service, has been compelled to give up her work 
in Oroomiah because of broken health, and is turning her 
face homeward. 

Miss Bacon, whose early home was in Fpsilanti, after ten 
years of excellent mission work in India, returned with 
impaired health, never to be restored, but who for over ten 
years served well as her strength would permit in Sabbath- 
school and mission work, has recently answered her 
Master's call to come up higher. 

Flint. This society has twelve auxiliaries, eight 
societies, and four bands, with 289 members, besides four 
Sabbath schools, contributing to its treasury. An offer- 
ing made at its late annual meeting is to be used in 
furnishing missionary magazines and other helpful litera- 
ture to the wives of ministers of churches where there are 
no missionary societies, hoping by thus backing up the 
quickened interest and awakened enthusiasm gained at the 
meeting, to lay foundations for permanent work and fruit- 
ful results. 

Grand Bapids. Eleven societies and nine bands, with 
a membership of 368 are the constituent elements of the 
Grand Bapids presbyterial society. One new organization 
added during the year, fifteen new subscribers to 
"Woman's Work," and thirteen to "Children's Work," 
are reported. 

The noble band of officers of this society never fail to 
find a silver lining to any cloud that may appear on their 
horizon. Several things conspired to make the outlook very 
discouraging for a good part of the year, but in the last 
quarter they were able to make up all deficiencies, and 
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reach an amount in advance of last year, and beyond their 
assessment for this. 

Packages were sent by this society to missionaries in 
Japan and Siam. 

Kalamazoo. The auxiliaries of this presbyterial society 
report larger attendance and increased interest at the 
monthly meetings during the year. • 

Dr. Hays, of Bangkok, Siam, being now in government 
employ, and Mrs. Hays no longer under the care of the 
Board, this society has been asked to adopt in place of Mrs. 
Hays, Miss Abbie Miller, of South Dakota. 

Besides contributing towards her salary, a box valued 
at thirty dollars was sent to her. 

A package valued at five dollars was also sent to Siam. 
Systematic methods of giving are being tried with gratify- 
ing results, by auxiliaries in this presbytery. 

Lake Superior. The society of this presbytery has on 
its unfurled banner, " Duty is our motto,' and the privilege 
of bringing the world to Christ our inspiration." With 
such a motto and such inspiration, with nine societies and 
three bands, and a membership of 261, as working forces, 
what wonder is there that their report rings out: additional 
membership, increased attendance, quickened interest, and 
pledges of two cents a week extra for this year ! 

Some of the auxiliaries in this presbytery celebrate the 
anniversary of their organization by holding special meet- 
ings, thus increasing zeal and contributions. 

Lansing. New organizations, increased membership, 
growing interest in Christian Endeavor societies, and a 
gain in the number of subscribers to our magazines, surely 
indicates unmistakable life and growth in the Lansing 
presbyterial society. 

It was recommended at its recent annual meeting that 
the auxiliaries plan in the beginning of the year to meet 
all the demands of their r^ular work, so that they may

feel less hindered in accepting any extra work recom- 
mended by the Board through the Synodical society. 

Monroe. The secretary of the Monroe presbyterial 
society writes: "Repeated losses by death, frequent 
changes in pastorates and officers in our auxiliaries, have 
proven to be serious obstacles to steady progress in 
missionary eflPort. 

"Much of the young life in our midst has responded to 
the call of * Westward, ho !' and we sadly miss the enthus- 
iasm and energy and inspiration of their presence, but find 
much comfort and joy when we hear of the good service 
for the Lord our young men and women are doing, even 
BO far away as the Pacific. "Nevertheless, in spite of these 
many discouragements, we have not very materially lost 
ground." The manifest enthusiasm at the annual meet- 
ing just held warrants the conviction and assurance that 
the full amount assessed them for Kanazawa will be raised 
before the end of the Synodical year. Through a mis- 
understanding the contributions of one of their auxiliaries 
were sent direct to New York. One new society and three 
new bands added the past year. 

Petoskey. The contributions of seven societies and 
three bands, with one Sabbath school, comprising a mem- 
bership of 240, amounted during the year to $160.77. A 
circulation of twenty-five copies of "Woman's Work" and 
twenty copies of "Children's Work" is reported. 

The invitation of the Cadillac society, in this presbytery, 
to the Synodical society to meet with them next October, 
was most heartily accepted. May such a blessing from our 
Heavenly Father go before and follow after that meeting 
that we shall all be provoked to greater love and good works. 

Saginaw. "Pressing forward toward a higher work" 
may well be written of the Saginaw presbyterial society. 

A large, interesting and enthusiastic presbyterial 
meeting just held gathered delegates from every auxiliary 
but two in the presbytery. 



Am many of the Christian £ndeavor scxiietieB send their 
foreign miBsion contributions direct to Hie Board in New 
York, a committee was appointed to confer with them and 
reqaest them to send their contribntious throagh the treas- 
urer of the presbjterial Booiety. 

Considerable interest is shown in the Kanazawa enter- 
prise, and the small balance of th«ir assessment not 
collected will doubtless soon be in the hands ot their 
treasurer.

cent. We migh^ adoC EtT^Mft explanation, that the two 

Fches which are the Ia^^H||^ei8, one in Minneapolis 
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and one in St. Paul, have been without pastors for many 
months, and flocks without a shepherd labor under great 
disadvantage. 

St. Paul presbytery reports 2,220 members, an increase 
over last year of 473. Magazines, 574, showing a decrease 
of thirty-six. Contributions, $5,390.60 which is $147.37 
more than was sent to Chicago last year. We have eighty- 
eight societies, forty-eight being bands. Two new 
societies and one band have been organized. Twenty-one 
societies have fallen behind last year's contributions, and 
thirty-five have increased. Three- fourths of the auxiliaries 
send their entire contributions to the general fund of the 
Board. The remainder give part to the general fund and 
part to special objects. The special objects represent our 
interests in many lands. In China we support a physician, 
have two scholarships and a large interest in Wei Hien 
hospital. A new wing has been built to this hospital. 
This is the work of a missionary society in Minneapolis, 
consisting of seven Chinamen. It is called the " Monroe 
Pavilion," in memory of their first Sabbath-school teacher. 
Some little children have an interest in Japan. Four 
societies contribute to the support of Miss Parker in Siam 
and two others have scholarships in Laos. In India three 
children are being educated, and several more in Persia, 
where we are also interested in the Oroomiah hospital. In 
Africa a young minister preaches the Gospel, who was 
educated and is now supported, in part, by one of the 
oldest societies in this presbytery. In Mexico we are 
helping in four enterprises. In California a young woman 
giving valuable assistance in the Chinese Home, was 
educated by one of the auxiliaries. 

Mankato presbytery has a membership of 270, and takes 
135 magazines. There has been an increase in numbers 
in magazines, and a slight increase in contributions. The 
following are the societies that have increased their gifts: 
Delhi, Jackson, Winnebago City and Le Verne. Kaspta 
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and Worthington nearly doubled. St. Peter a little more 
than doubled. But in justice to the other societies we 
state that their offering the previous year was smalL The 
society at Worthington tried the envelope system, and 
found it successful. At their public praise meeting the 
offerings were generous. But the great secret of their 
success may be revealed in the following item from the 
secretary : "A revival in our church has given new life to 
the missionary society." 

Winona brings a most encouraging report this year. 
They seem to have risen above the discouragements that 
almost overwhelmed them for a number of years, such as 
the death of their president and the loss of many active 
members by removals. The secretary writes: "We have 
only four self-supporting churches in this presbytery.'' 
They report nine missionary societies, two less than last 
year ; 160 members, a decrease of twenty -five ; magazines 
118, an increase of thirty-six, and twenty per cent, advance 
in contributions. The auxiliary at Albert Lea is doing 
commendable work. They give as an average $6.20 per 
member. They have thirty-five members. They are 
interested in a goodly number of special objects. They 
contribute to the support of their Mexican graduate, who 
is now doing faithful work in Mexico. Also send some 
money to Persia, Siam, Laos and Africa. But a large part 
of their contributions are sent to the general fund. At 
Chatfield there is a flourishing society, and a good 
contribution from the Sabbath school. The church at 
Rochester is sometimes called the ^'missionary church" 
^because they have sent out so many missionaries. The 
^^a^an's society has done a good work. They have had 
two Taands in this church, known as -*The King's 
Daughters," and the " Downing Mission Band." One of 
these has contributed annually for twelve years $25 for a 
cot in the Oroomiah hospital, Persia. Both these bands 
have been merged into the ^Christian Endeavor society. 
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which sends $51 to the Northwestern Board, $25 of this 
amount being sent as usual* to Oroomiah. 

Red Eiver has a membership of 126. Magazines, sixty- 
three. The secretary writes: "The treasurer reports a large 
increase in the contributions over previous years. A larger 
membership and more copies of the magazines. The oflFer- 
ing of the Moorhead society is larger than ever before and 
the members are encouraged in their work. A part of 
their offering was sent to the Chinese Home in San Fran- 
cisco, which was visited by one of their members last winter. 
Crookston, where the church has just become self-support- 
ing, also shows quite an increase in its contributions. At 
Hallock the ladies have been working hard to pay for their 
mansC; but they have not lost their interest in foreign 
mission work." The bands that sent such good reports 
last year are still faithful and report an increase. Red 
River has done a good work, and shall not lose her reward. 

Duluth is the banner presbytery in contributions. They 
report 196 members, a three-fold increase; twenty-two mag- 
azines, a slight increase, and contributions, $340.72. Last 
year they gave $130.25. Most of the churches in this 
presbytery are not yet self-supporting, and have great 
need of money and work in their own fields. Therefore 
their remembrance of other lands is commendable. 

The same number of Christian Endeavor societies con- 
tribute through our Board, but the offerings of these four 
societies have increased. We notice another item : in a 
good many of our churches, bands and young people's 
societies have been merged into the Christian Endeavor 
societies. We regret to hear of this arrangement, 
believing thtit a large society can not do as faithful 
work as several smaller organizations. In the majority of 
cases the many will not raise any more money than one- 
half their number raised in a circle of their own. Especially 
are we sorry to lose sight of bands for children, that- have' 
been organized for years and whose reports have become &> 
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matter of interest to all. We are interested not so much 
in the contributions of these bands as we are in their 
training. As the result of careful estimates we find that 
the smaller societies develop the members best. For this 
reason we prefer the- old way of working. 



NEBRASKA.

To the sisterhood of states Nebraska sends greeting. 

Our work during the last year bespeaks a higher level 
reached than was that of the year previous. 

Our Synod numbers eighty-two woman's societies, 
eight Christian Endeavors, thirty-eight bands, including 
Sabbath schools, making a contributing membership of 
1885. The amount contributed during the year is $1795.67. 

A most enjoyable circumstance of our year's work has 
been the raising, by extra collections, of a fund sufficient 
to purchase and forward a first-class magic lantern and 
collection of slides as a Christmas gift to our dear Miss 
Doty, whom we are supporting at Seoul, Korea. 

In the line of literature, we can only report 158 copies 
" Woman's Work," and UO copies " Children's Work." A 
goodly number of ''Church at Home and Abroad" are 
taken, however, also of " Missionary Beview," but even 
these do not make the amount of reading matter what it 
might and ought to be. 

At our last synodical meeting, we added to our list of 
officers a secretary of literature, through whose eflforts we 
hope to become much more studious, and- far better 
supplied with literature than we ever have been. 

To imbibe and digest a good wholesome allowance of 
mental missionary viands, is so necessary to the vitality of 
our cause, that it seems really necessary and advisable to 
make it a'special department in charge of a special officer. 
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Our spring meetings of presbyterial societies have been 
particularly enthusiastic and inspiring. To the most of 
these meetings, much interest has been added by the 
presence of Misses Jewett and Cole, of Persia and Siam. 

Several of our presbyteries have created a new office 
by electing a superintendent of band- and Sabbath-school 
work. Children in mission bands, as in homes, need the 
general oversight of some person who is particularly fond 
of them ; who can anticipate and supply their various 
and peculiar needs, and, whose time is not so fully occu- 
pied with work of a general nature, as to forbid her best 
thought and effort being given to this especial line. 

During the past three months two of our bright, 
promising young women have heard a special call to 
mission work in foreign lands, and, having already taken 
the necessary preliminary steps, are eagerly awaiting the 
fall months, which, they hope, may open to them a door of 
entrance. 



NORTH DAKOTA.

The Synod of North Dakota sends greeting. 

We are rejoiced that the annual meeting is less than 
four hundred miles distant, thus enabling a few of our 
workers to be present to enjoy the instruction and to feel 
the inspiration we so much need, a privilege which, on 
account of distance, is seldom ours. 

In presenting our annual report, we find that we can 
not record the fulfilment of all our plans, or the realiza- 
tion of all the fond hopes with which the year began. The 
great wheat harvest and return to prosperity in our State, 
has not increased our gifts to missions as we had hoped it 
would. 

Fargo presbyterial society had the inspiring presence 
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of Mrs. Van Cleve at its meeting, and they report increased 
interest in the work. 

Pembina presbyterial society held its annual meet- 
ing in eTune. Miss Scott, a returned missionary from 
India, was present. She appeared in native costume. 
Everyone present was instructed as she told, in her pleas- 
ing way, how the Spirit of God had changed the hearts 
and lives of many among whom she had labored. The 
meeting was an enthusiastic and profitable one. This 
presbytery is happy to record the existence of several very 
active Young People's Societies, in which able superinten- 
dents are instructing the youth of our new State in the 
knowledge of mission countries, and training them to do 
systematic work. 

The presbytery of Bismarck has not reported. We 
trust that, by another year, the many vacant churches in 
this part of our field may have pastors, their old societies 
revived, and new ones organized. 

Our annual synodical meetings show a gradual growth 
in missionary intelligence, and in zeal for the Master's 
cause. The reports of this year show an addition of five 
new societies, and an increase in amount contributed. 
This amount may appear small, but we are very few in 
number, and the demands of our new country are pressing. 
In our work, we meet many difficulties, of which our 
eastern sisters know nothing; but we are not discouraged 
or faint-hearted. We hope, by overcoming these obstacles, 
to acquire greater strength and vigor for future labor. We 
shall take no backward step. 



OHIO.

Though the four presbyteries of Northwestern Ohio 
can report but small gifts when compared with those of 
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the great States that lie west of us, we do not hesitate to 
come and lay them at His feet, whc3Nsays, '*Not by might 
nor by power, but by my spirit, saith the Lord." 

The past year among us has been marked by no especial 
change in our methods of work. Many" of our communi- 
ties have suflPered much from the prevailing epidemic, 
which has interfered with the usual attendance upon, and 
interest in the monthly meetings. Several new churches 
have been built, absorbing some of the gifts that would 
otherwise have gone into our treasury, but these are only 
temporary hindrances, and. we rejoice in believing that 
our work is going forward and not backward. 

Praise-meetings with thank-offering have become a 
permanent thing among us. One society takes the month 
of January as its praise-month, making special efforts to 
reach every woman in the congregation by a personal 
invitation to the meeting, which is made as attractive as 
possible, closing with a social hour and light refreshments. 
Envelopes having been previously distributed, the thank- 
offering is made the prominent feature of the meeting. 

Three of the presbyteries raise their contingent fund 
by deducting a certain per cent, from the gifts of each 
society, thus laying the burden in a fair proportion upon 
all. When the societies understand the plan fully they 
readily adopt it, and generally raise the amount of per- 
centage over and above the sum intended to be sent to the 
Board. This plan has proved the most satisfactory of all 
that have been tried. 

The number of subscribers to the magazines, "Woman's 
Work" and "Children's Work," falls far below what it 
should be. It would seem that magazines as ably edited 
as these would be eagerly read by all who feel an interest 
in the progress of mission work, but we know that constant 
vigilance is required on the part of officers to keep up the 
list of subscribers. One plan suggested as a remedy for 
this is the appointment of a capable woman in the presby- 
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tery, whose sole business it shall be to see that the societies 
are thoroughly canvaflBed for the magazines, correspond- 
ing with the local officers in relation to it, and herself 
reporting her work to the presbyterial officers ; the same 
can also to be extended to the Sabbath schools. 

The new revised constitution for presbyterial societies, 
and the paper on "Special Objects" sent out by our Board 
have been generally well received, and as far as compatible 
with local needs, the constitution will be used. We hope 
also to see the new silver badge bearing the significant 
motto, " The World for Christ" adopted by our societies. 
The work of Foreign Missions is all-embracing. The 
highest and noblest of all organizations that aim at the 
uplifting of mankind. Why should we not declare to the 
world, by this silent witness, our united purpose to honor 
our Savior's last command? 

The missionaries supported by our presbyteries are 
bound to them by close and loving sympathy. 

Letters from Mrs. J. B. Ayres to the societies of 
Maumee presbytery are eagerly read. The President of 
the presbytery writes: "A most encouraging feature of 
our work the past year is the increased interest in the 
details of missionary life and work, and we attribute this 
in part to the fact that some new and attractive lines of 
work were presented to the societies, which called forth 
their warmest sympathy, as well as additional gifts for the 
treasury. One of these was the purchase of an organ for 
Mrs. Ayres, and we found that the result justified our 
hopes, for the regular contributions were not lessened by 
this, but were increased, while friends outside of the 
societies sent in their gifts, and were won to a lasting 
interest in Mrs. Ayres and her work. We may mention 
here also the building fund for Yamaguchi, in which 
several of our bands and Sabbath schools have participated. 
Another outside object is the small share we have had in 
furnishing the outfit for Miss Doggett, who went out last 
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November to Brazil. Though not under the care of our 
Board, she is a beloved daughter of Maumee presbytery. 
When we think of her youth and physical perfection, her 
culture of mind and of heart, we can but cherish high 
anticipations for her future." 

The report of work in this presbytery compares favor- 
ably with that of last year. One new society has been 
organized ; subscribers to " Woman's Work " increased in 
number, but those for " Children's Work " have decreased; 
district meetings have been kept up with good success; 
Young People's and Christian Endeavor societies are 
doing a good work for Foreign Missions, and the work 
seems to be encouraging all along the line. 

Huron presbytery, though laboring under some heavy 
burdens, is nobly sustaining her record. The gifts fall a 
little behind those of last year from the fact that several 
new churches have been built during the time, but another 
year will undoubtedly see renewed efforts put forth, carry- 
ing the figures higher than before. The work among the 
young people is not standing still; the Christian Endeavor 
societies are moving steadily to the front, and promise 
glorious results at no far-distant time. The leader of the 
Doolittle band in this presbytery came to the conclusion 
that her young people were not properly trained in 
missionary matters. She says: *'I was determined these 
children should know, e. g. : whether the people of Persia 
were heathen or Mohammedan, and whether the Moham- 
medans are heathen or Jews, so I proceeded to lay a 
foundation in ten lessons." The result was a course of 
lessons illustrated by chart, giving in compact form, the 
main facts in modern missions ; the relation our Presby- 
terian Board sustains to the different fields ; a lesson on 
the Boards of our Church, and much more which cannot be 
given here. Toward the close of the year, she gave a 
public review of the knowledge gained, and we suspect the 
result would have put to the blush many an older Christian. 
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The missionary supported by this presbytery is Mrs. 
McKean of Cheung Mai, Laos, in whose work they are 
deeply interested. 

Bellefontaine presbytery sends an encouraging report. 
Subscribers to the magazines have increased over last year 
by sixty per cent. Besides the regular thank-offerings, some 
Easter-offerings have been made. In the Christian 
Endeavor societies, the young men as well as young 
women are getting a training that will fit them to take up 
the work intelligently, when they are called to it. A 
regular correspondence is carried on with their mission- 
ary, Mrs. Hugh Taylor, who went out from among them to 
Lakawn, Laos. Every year they send her a Christmas 
box, towards which the societies contribute with heartfelt 
pleasure. At their late meeting, a photograph was shown 
of the new young missionary who has come to their home 
in Lakawn in the past year, a little daughter named Ella. 
The secretary reports no new organizations, and methods 
of work about the same as heretofore. 

The President of the Lima presbytery writes: "Our 
annual meeting has come and gone, and while we regret 
that we have failed to come up to the ten per cent, advance 
asked of us, still we can say thankfully that we felt the 
presence of the Spirit with us in our meeting, and we are 
greatly encouraged for the coming year. While as a body 
we cannot report as much as last year, there are individual 
churches that have gone beyond the advance asked for. 
Our own church here has given to Foreign Missions over 
twenty per cent, more than last year, besides assisting in the 
establishing of a new church. Also, our Presbyterian 
ladies have given over $10C0 towards a charitable institu- 
tion at home." 

From many of the towns the same report comes in. 
Churches are being built or repaired, and the funds raised 
by the ladies are required for the improvements. In one 
town, the ladies are building a parsonage, and use their 
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funds for that object. One of the good women, however, 
whose heart is in the Foreign-Mission work, sent a gift of 
$11 to the treasury. When such a spirit is manifested, the 
cause can never die. At their late meeting, many good 
points were brought out; among others, that of missionary 
literature was of great interest. One lady had prepared a 
printed blank entitled, "Woman's Missionary Beading 
Circle," intended to cover a three years' course. Some of 
the works in the first year were : " Woman's Work for 
Woman," "Crisis in Missions," "Our Country," and 
others. She also presented a plan by which the readers 
of missionary literature might be increased. If this plan 
could be carried out generally, much of the ignorance on 
missionary matters would disappear. This presbytery 
reports four new societies organized. 

The total of Woman's Missionary societies and bands 
and magazines taken in the four presbyteries is as follows:

Annual report of Unipn Missionary Society of Western 
Female Seminary, from April, 1891 to April, 1892, school 
months only: The missionary society of Western Female 
Seminary enrolled at its first meeting nearly one hundred 
members. The meetings have been held each month* 
conducted by the various sections under the direction of 
certain teachers. The work carried on in many of the 
missionary fields has been brought before the society in 
an interesting and profitable manner. We have had the 
pleasure of having with us during the year several workers 
from the foreign field — Miss Cole, from Siam, a graduate 
of the Seminary ; Miss Nassau, from Africa ; Miss Hesser, 
from Japan, a graduate of the seminary ; Dr. Thomas 
Marshall, field secretary ; Mr. Finley, from Brazil. The 
interest and enthusiasm of our girls has been ipcreased by 
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the reports given by these earnest and devoted workers. 
A volunteer band, organized last year, has a membership 
of ten. The weekly twilight meetings have been helpful 
and beneficial to the society. Religious papers and tracts 
have been sent to some of the needy home societies. The 
great need for workers in the missionary field seems to be 
felt by all. Amount collected for Foreign Missions, $68.47 ; 
amount collected for Miss Cole's school, $30 ; amount col- 
lected for Miss Hesser's school, $30 ; for sending copies of 
" Golden Eule," $5 ; total, $133,47.

SOUTH DAKOTA.

The reports from our presbyteries are very encourag- 
ing. There is an advance all along the line. The money 
contributed is nearly twenty per cent, in excess of last 
year's receipts. This gain is due partly to the better har- 
vests in most sections, partly, we feel sure, to the fact that 
twenty per cent, more copies of "Children's Work" and 
seven per cent, more of " Woman's Work " are in circula- 
tion than last year. Missionary knowledge has a wonder- 
fully persuasive power over the pennies in the pockets of 
its possessors. This gain in contributions to Foreign 
Missions is peculiarly significant, coming as it does from 
a Synod, almost every church of which is under the care of 
the Board of Home Missions. Each presbyterial report is 
hopeful in tone and shows an eager looking-forward to the 
time when the completion of churches and manses, so 
necessary to efficient church-work, will give more time and 
more money for sending the Light of the World farther 
into the darkness of heathendom. For the purpose of 
furthering His work five new societies and two new bands 
report, while word comes from two other auxiliaries that 
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they are just starting bands, which will doubtless report 
next year. 

There -are difficulties to contend with, of course, but 
many of our western communities seem to be constructed 
on the river-steamboat plan. By their paddle-wheels of 
pluck and perseverence they make the very currents of 
disaster and hindrances that would carry drifting hulks 
straight to the black pool of discouragement, help them in 
their progress up stream. 

When the crippled beggar asked Peter for money, that 
Ohrist-sent apostle to the hungry replied: "Silver and 
gold have I none, but such as I have give I thee," and his 
gift was a thousand-fold more valuable than the costliest 
gift of the richest man could have been. Last year there 
was a pathetic response to the Board's call for funds, from 
the very poorest society and community I know of, saying, 
" We have no money, but we meet and read and pray." 
Since then they have sent what money could not buy, a 
consecrated woman as missionary to the Pueblos of New 
Mexico. And this year they have sent money to the 
Board as well. 

One church in our Synod who lost their church-building 
by fire a year ago, was inexpressibly touched and inspired 
by a gift to help them pay for their new church from a 
foreign missionary. The Foreign Missionary society of 
this church has increased its contributions over forty-two 
per cent, this year. These two incidents emphatize a very 
happy fact, namely, that Home and Foreign missions are 
twin sisters. They have the same Father in Heaven. They 
are mothered by the same instinct of practical christian 
sympathy and love that cries '*Lend a hand," where help 
is needed. They have the same Elder Brother to uphold, 
inspire and walk with them, whispering in hours of deep- 
est loneliness, "Lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world.*' They start from the same home, the Church 
of the Living God. Their paths seem utterly divergent at 
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first, yet again and yet again there is a meeting of the 
ways, that the sisters may cheer each other with a loving 
hand-cldsp. Heaven speed them both !

UTAH.

The reports from the six auxiliaries and nine bands 
engaged in mission work in Utah show a large increase in 
membership and a more perfect organization. 

If the money contributed for Foreign Missions is less, 
it is owing to the change in the fiscal year in their societies. 

The annual meeting held hitherto in August has been 
changed to March, to conform with the societies in the 
East. The report of 1892 (March) covers only the last 
seven months. 

In the remarkable political changes that are making 
history in Utah, education and evangelical religion are 
slowly but surely gaining ground. 

Christian workers are in earnest, young people are 
taking up the work, and Christian gatherings in the Terri- 
tory are not only surprising in their numbers, but are 
intensely interesting in their character. One thousand 
young people have been engaged in the work of Christian 
Endeavor. In a late meeting of this society in Salt Lake 
City, which was very largely attended from all parts of the 
Territory, one entire session was devoted to the relation 
between Christian workers and Foreign Missions. This 
means one thousand workers, not only for Utah, but any- 
where to bring the world to Christ. 

We are able to report an increasing interest in missions 
in our churches, as one of the means working toward the 
redemption of Utah. 

Strong, true men are struggling to bring the people of 
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this Territory out from the thralldom of priestly rule into 
harmony with, and obedience to, United States govern- 
ment. It is a long battle, but it will be successful. Min- 
isters and laymen, religious teachers and educators are at 
work as well, and as earnestly. 

Obstacles are encountered that eastern workers know 
but little of, mainly growing out of a systematic tutelage 
that has been fostered for many years in absolute opposition 
to our republican form of government, and substituting 
therefor an alleged daily revelation from the Almighty, 
the scope of which is not merely religious, but enters into 
and controls each and every department of human endeavor. 

Montana reports six societies and two bands, the 
society at Great Falls and a band at Helena being 
recently organized. In the new society they report twelve 
copies of "Woman's Work " taken, and in another society 
as many copies as there are members. In these missionary 
zeal and knowledge will certainly increase. 



WISCONSIN.

The wheels of time have rolled along until to-day we 
stand upon the border-line that divides the old year from 
the new. We come from Wisconsin to plant another mile- 
stone, with its records of work done, and also the join with 
our sisters of the Northwest in the song of praise and 
thanksgiving for this precious work for the Master, in 
which it has been our privilege to take a part. 

From the reports of our five presbyteries we gather 
various results. Some of our secretaries report societies 
dropped out, with only few, if any, new organizations to 
take their places, and untold hindrances in the way. 
Others hold their own, making small advances, and report 
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failure to accomplish much, thus giving a discouraging 
list of figures. The majority, however, make our hearts 
glad with the good news they bring of new^societies and 
bands organizsed with increasing numbers, and enthusiasm 
everywhere within their boundaries. In one of our 
presbyteries, a donation of $1,000 has been received, the 
gift of a noble, consecrated lady of that presbytery, thus 
strengthening the hands and encouraging the hearts of the 
dear workers in that presbytery, as well as of those all 
through our Synod. 

In the work of the young people, wonderful progress 
has been made. New bands and societies find their places 
almost everywhere ; interest and members constantly 
growing, with .contributions increasing in similar propor- 
tions.

How our hearts 
leap for joy at such results, for we look forward to the 
future, and see this young army of trained soldiers drilling 
in the camping grounds of our Heavenly Father; ready 
and eager to fight His battles with Satan and his forces, 
when we, the older hands, who are carrying the burdens of 
the day, must lay them down.

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Our Synodical society have been so fortunate as to 
secure the services of Miss Agnes Carey, of Persia, who 
has spent the past few weeks in visiting among the 
societies in our Synod, and from these weeks of consecrated, 
loving service among our people, we shall hope for great 
results in the future. Those reporting Miss Carey's work, 
are very enthusiastic in their accounts of what has been 
accomplished. May the dear Lord bless her in her "labor 
of love!" 

Praise-meetings have held an important place in the 
annual reports of our societies. Many plan and work for 
this one meeting with so much zeal that its consecrated 
offerings add a large sum to thjeir contributions, and bring 
the blessing they seek in connection with these gifts. 

Our Synodical meeting was held in October at Bacine, 
and surely the " spirit of the Master *' hovered over that 
gathering of consecrated workers, touching our hearts 
with a sacred feeling, that His blessed spirit was with us, 
guiding and directing our work that day. The presence 
of several missionaries from the field, added unusual 
interest and enthusiasm, and effectual work was done that 
day. One special feature of that meeting was the offer 
of a consecrated lady to assume the support of a mission- 
ary as the result of the day's work. 

Pour missionaries on the foreign field have been 
supported by Wisconsin societies, namely: Miss Rebecca 
McOlure Brown, of Sidon Seminary, Syria ; Miss Jennie 
Wheeler, of Saltillo, Mexico, supported by Milwaukee 
presbytery ; Mrs. Wm. Bird, of Abeih, Syria, and Mrs. D. 
T. Iddings, of Guatemala, Central America, supported by 
our Synodical society. In addition to these many schools, 
scholarships, teachers and Bible readers are supported by 
our societies, who find in these "special objects" sources of 
unfailing interest.

Our magaeines have not increased in circulation as we 
would wish, still they have not fallen behind, and in many 
societies ^'Children's Work" has made great gaina Many 
reports are given of copies taken of the "Church at Home 
and Abroad," the "Foreign Missionary,'* the "Interior," 
and other papers. One secretary, in a tone of regret asks: 
"Why cannot these have a place on our records? Oar 
showing would be very creditable if this were possible." 

And now our story is told. And as we lay down our 
pen it is to bid farewell to another year, and to enter upon 
a new one, with a prayer that our Father in Heaven may 
go with us to the end.

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CONSTITUTION 



OF THE 



WOMAN'S PRESBYTERIAN BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



ARTICLE I. 

This society shall be called the Woman's Presbyterian Board 
of Missions of the Northwest. 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of the Society shall be to promote an interest among 
the Christian women and young people of the Northwest in the 
work of Foreign Missions, and to work in co-operation with the 
Assembly's Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian 
Church. 

ARTICLE in. 

The officers of this Society shall be a President, six or more 
Vice-Freifidents— two of them, at least, to be residents of Chicago- 
three or more Corresponding Secretaries, a Record[ing Secretary, a 
TreoMirer, sixteen or more Managers and an Auditoi; These offi- 
cers shall be elected at each annual meeting, and shall constitute an 
Executive Committee, with power to appoint such sub- committees 
from their number as shall be necessary for the furtherance of the 
work in which the Society is engaged. They shall have power to 
fill vacancies occurring in the Board, and of appointing corre- 
sponding members when the interests of the Society demand it. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The payment of one dollar annually in any Local Society aux- 
iliary to this Board shall constitute a member of this Board; the 
payment of twenty-five dollars in the course of any one year, to 
any Local Society, auxiliary to this Board, shall constitute a life 
membership of this Board; the payment of twenty-five dollars by 
a society to this Board at one time shall give them the privilege of 
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nominating a life member; the payment of one hundred dollars at 
one time shall constitute an honorary membership. 

It is hoped that the acceptance of a life membership or honor- 
ary membership will be considered a privilege, as long as life shall 
last, to work and pray for the up-building of Christ's Kingdom, 
through the conversion of the heathen. 

Each person becoming a life member or honorary member is 
entitled to the Annual Beport. 

ABTICLE V. 



The annual meeting of thi^Society shall be held- 



at which time the Executive Committee shall report the progress 
of the Society, the condition of its treasury, and make such sug- 
gestions as, in their judgment, the interests of the Society may re- 
quire. 

ARTICLE VI. 

A meeting of the Society shall be held every week, at 10 o'clock 
on Friday morning, for mutual consultation and the adoption of 
such measures as the prosperity of the mission work may suggest. 

ARTICLE VII. 

At the weekly meetings /^-oc members of the Executive Com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

No special meeting shall be called except by the consent of the 
President, one Vice-President and one Secretary. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Any number of women and young people who may form an 
organization for the same purpose as the Woman's Presbyterian 
Board of Missions, _and desire to co-operate therewith, may be- 
come auxiliary, by reporting the same to one of the Home Secreta- 
ries^of the Society. 

ARTICLE X. 

This ;Constitution may be altered or amended at an annual 
meeting, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 

ARTICLE XL 

Section 1. This board will work in harmony "with and under 
the supervision of the authorities of the Assembly's Board of For- 
eign Missions of the Presbyterian Church, and shall be subject to 
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their approval in the employment and remuneration of mission- 
aries, and in the designation of their fields of labor; and in the sup- 
port of Bible-readers and pupils in the foreign field. 

Sec. 2. All the missionaries supported by this Board shall be 
approved by the constituted Missionary authorities of the Presby- 
terian Church, and shall labor under their* direction, and shall be 
subject to the same rules and regulations that govern the other 
missionaries of their particular mission. 

Sec. 3. The treasurer shall receive all contributions of this 
Board, and pay them into the treasury of the Assembly's Board of 
Missions, as designated by the auxiliaries, and all funds not thus 
designated shall be appropriated according to the decision of the 
Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE XII. 

The President or one of the officers shall preside at all meet- 
ings of the Board. 

The Recording Secretary shall keep a full record of the pro- 
ceedings of all meetings of the Executive Committee, notify new 
officers of their election and committees of their appointment, and 
shall perform such other duties as are incident to the office. 

The Corresponding Secretaries shall, under the direction of the 
Executive Committee, conduct all the correspondence of the Board. 
It shall also be their duty to present to the annual meeting of this 
Board a report for publication of the work accomplished during 
the year. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

At the annual meeting of the Board, the officers of the Board 
shall ex-offido be entitled to vote. Each Presbyterial Society and 
Auxiliary shall be entitled to one delegate at the annual meetings 
of the Board.

CONSTITUTION FOR A SYNODICAL SOCIETY. 



ART. I. 



This Society shall be called the Woman's Foreign Mission- 
ary Society of the Synod of 

ART. II. 

It shall consist of all the Presbyterial Societies of the 
Synod auxiliary to the Woman's Presbyterian Board of 
Missions of the Northwest. 

ART. III. 

The objedl of the Society shall be to enlarge, strengthen 
and unify the work of the Presbyterial Societies, and to assist 
the Board of the Northwest in planning specific work within 
the Synod. 

ART. IV. 

The oflScers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Pres- 
idents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary and 
a Treasurer of Contingent Fund, who shall constitute an Ex- 
ecutive Committee, five members of which shall be a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

The Presidents of the auxiliary Presbyterial Societies shall 
be the Vice-Presidents of this Society. 

ART. v. 

The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society 
and shall have general oversight of the work. She shall call 
the meetings of the Executive Committee. 

The Vice-Presidents shall assist the President in her duties, 
and preside upon request in her absence. 

The Recording Secretary shall keep the minutes of the an- 
nual meeting, notify new officers of their election and com- 
mittees of their appointment, and act as Secretary of the 
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Executive Committee. She shall, if desired, prepare a re- 
port of the annual meeting to be printed and distributed 
among the local societies. 

The Corresponding Secretary shall attend to all the corre- 
spondence of the Society. She shall ascertain quarterly the 
financial condition of the Presbyterial Societies; shall notify 
the Secretaries of Presbyterial Societies of the time and place 
of annual meeting, requesting delegates to the same; shall 
present a report at the annual meeting of the Board of the 
I^^orthwest, and shall also rejport the annual meeting of the 
Society to the Home Secretaries of the Board of the North- 
west. 

The Treasurer of Contingent Fund shall receive, report 
and disburse, as directed by Executive Committee, all money 
received for the expenses of the Society. 

ART. VI. 

The annual meeting of this Society shall be held at the 
time and place of the meeting of the Synod, (unless other- 
wise determined by the Executive Committee,) when the ofl&- 
cers shall be elected, reports made of the progress of the work 
and condition of the Treasury, and such suggestions offered 
as the interests of the Society may require. Each Presbyte- 
rial Society shall be entitled to delegates, one of 

ivhom shall be its Corresponding Secretary. The Executive 
Committee shall meet at each annual meeting and shall re- 
port their proceedings at the same annual meeting. This 
report shall be recorded with the minutes of the meeting. 

ART. VII. 

The privilege of voting on the election of officers and on 
all constitutional questions shall be restricted to the official 
delegates and the officers of the Society. 

ART. VIII. 

The expenses of this Society for stationery, postage and 
printing, and for the traveling expenses to Synodical annual 
meeting of the officers of the Society and those specially in- 
vited to take part in the meeting, shall be oaid from the Con- 
tingent Fund. 

This fund shall be raised by a collection taken at each an- 
nual meeting and an assessment levied, pro rata, upon the 
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Presbyterial Societies. The amount of this assessment shall 
be determined annually by the Executive Committee. When 
so determined, the Corresponding Secretary shall notify the 
Treasurers of the auxiliary Presbyterial Soci^es, asking that 
the amount be sent to the Treasurer erf Contingent Fund. 

ART. IX, 

This Constitution may be amended at any annual meeting 
of the Society by a two-thirds vote of the members present, 
due notice having been given to the Presbyterial Societies 
and official delegates.

CONSTITUTION FOR A PRESBYTERIAL SOCIETY. 



ART. I. 



This Society shall be called the Woman's Foreign Mission* 
ary Society of. Presbytery. 

ART. II. 

It shall consist of all Societies and Bands in the Presbytery, 
anxiliary to the Woman* s Presbyterian Board of Missions of 
the Northwest. 

ART. III. 

Its object shall be to organize work for Foreign Missions 
among the women and young people in every Presbyterian 
church within the bounds of the Presbytery, and to encourage 
and strengthen its auxiliaries, having constant oversight and 
knowledge of their condition and needs. 

ART. rv. 

Its officers shall be a President, three or more Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary and 
a Treasurer, elected annually at the annual meeting. 

ART. y. 

The officers of this Society, together with the Presidents of 
the avixiliary Women's Societies, shall constitute an Execu- 
tive Committee who shall transact the business of the Society. 

Five members shall be a quonun. 

ART. VI. 

The President shall preside at all meetings, shall call the 
meetings of Executive Committee and shall have general 
supervision of the work. 

The Vice-Presidents shall aid the President in her duties 

and preside, upon request, in her absence. 

Note.— It is well to divide the oversight of the auxiliaries 
among the Vice-Presidents. 
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The Recording Secretary shall record the proceedings 
t)f the Society, notify new ofl&oers of their election and com- 
mittees of their appointment, and act as Secretary of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

The Corresponding Secretary shall attend to the corre- 
spondence of the Society and prepare an annual report. It 
will be her duty to apprise Presidents of auxiliary Women's 
Societies that they belong to the Executive Committee of the 
Presbyterial Society, and to remind them of their responsi- 
bilities and duties as such; to notify the Secretaries of auxil- 
iary Societies and Bands of the time and place of the meet- 
ings of Presbyterial Society, and to request them to send 
delegates to the annual meeting; to procure from the head- 
quarters of the Board and send to all new Societies and 
Bands constitutions and blanks of organization, and to trans- 
mit the latter when returned, to a Home Secretary of the 
Board; to receive and forward to the Societies and Bands, 
the blanks for their annual reports to the Presbyterial Soci- 
ety; to fill out and forward to a Home Secretary of the Board, 
(addressed Room 48, McCormick Block,) and to the Corre- 
sponding Secretary of the Synodical Society, the Presbyterial 
blanks; to send quarterly to the Corresponding Secretary of 
the Synodical Society, a general report of the work, and to 
distribute to the auxiliaries such communications as the Board 
or Synodical Society shall send her for that purpose. 

The Treasurer shall receive, record, acknowledge to sender, 
and forward quarterly or oftener, before the 20th of the month, 
and always before April 20th, to the Treasurer of the Board 
of the Northwest, the contributions of the Societies and 
Bands, with an itemized account of the same. She shall 
report quarterly to the Synodical Secretary, the amount 
contributed and for what objects; shall receive and distribute 
the Contingent Fund; shall remind the auxiliaries, when 
necessary, through the Presbyterial Secretary, of the time 
when remittances are due, and of all delinquencies, making 
any suggestions which she may deem desirable; and shall 
also prepare a report for the Annual meeting of the Presby- 
terial Society.

The officers and delegates of all auxiliary Societies and 
Bands shall be entitled to vote. 

ART. VIII. 

The expenses of this Society for its share of Synodicalfund 
and for such outiays as are voted by the Executive Commit- 
tee shall be paid from the Contingent Fund. 

This ftmd shall be raised by a collection taken at each an- 
nual meeting, supplemented, if necessary, by a pro rata as- 
sessment upon the auxiliary Woman's Societies. This 
assessment shall be made at the beginning of the Society's 
year, and raised as an extra, if possible. 

Note. — After determining the proportional amount required 
of each Society, the Presbyterijd Secretary should notify the Soci- 
eties, reminding them that this gift will cover all Synodical and 
Fresbyterial expenses, and leave intact the money contributed for 
missions.

ART. I. 



This Society shall be called The Woman's Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society of the. Presbyterian 

It shall be auxiliary to the Woman's Presbyterian Board of 
Missions through the Woman's Foreign Missionary Societies 
of Presbytery and the Synod of 



ART. II. 



The payment of a regular monthly or annual pledge shall 
constitute membership. 



ART. III. 

Its object shall be to promote an interest in Foreign Mis- 
sions and to secure systematic contributions to the same. 

ART. IV. 

The officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
and Treasurer, who shall appoint necessary committees and 
consult with reference to the interests of the work. 

The committees shall be a Magazine Committee, a Finance 
Committee, (of which one of the officers shall be chairman) a 
Lookout Committee and Programme Committees, one for 
each monthly meeting. 

ART. V. 

The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society 
and have general supervision of the work.
